Facts Discovered by a Joint Investigation Made by 
American Secret Service Men and a Correspond- 
ent of the World and Post-Dispatch. 
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The destruction of the Maine was the greatest international crime in his- 
tory. It brought about results of tremendous import. It changed the map of 
the world and completely reversed the positions of two nations. Although 
convincing evidence that the Maine was destroyed from the outside was dis- 
covered, the method of destruction has been unknown up to the present time. 
Through the joint investigation of Mr. Louis Seibold, correspondent of the 
World and Post-Dispatch, ard the secret service agents of the United States, 
the explosive vsed and the source from which it was obtained have been dis- 
covered. The results of the investigation are given below by Mr. Seibold.

HAVANA, Nov. 19.—Officials of the United States Government, 
most secret investigation, have discovered the explosive used in blowing up the 
warship Maine, in Havana Harbor on February 15, 1898. 

It was gun cotton. 

Seven hundred pounds of gun cotton were used. 


The gun cotton was the property of the Spanish Government. 
It was sent from Barcelona, Spain, to Admiral Manterola, commanding the 


port of Havana, a month before the destruction of the Maine. 
Six cases, each containing 350 pounds of gun cotton were received in Ha-

The contents of two boxes, 700 pounds, were either stolen from the magazine 


where they were stored or were taken with the knowledge of the officials in 
charge. 
Admiral Manterola’s records undoubtedly show the names of his subordinates 
who had direct control of the explosives, and in that way the identity of the 
authors.and the executioners of the plot to destroy the Maine may be dis- 
covered. |

of all the facts relating to the néw discoveries and will probably solicit the assist- 
ance of the Spanish Government in securing the punishment of the authors of the 
crime. 

Evidence that has come into the possession of the United States officials at 
Havana is substantially conclusive. The Captain of the Port of Havana made 
ithe first discovery a month ago. Commander Young is cleaning the harbor, 
| which was probably one of the filthiest in the world when the United States took 
‘control. He says he is giving Havana a new stomach.” 

In exploring the buildings surrounding the harbor, formerly used by the 
Spanish naval forces, Young found six cases used in shipping explosives. Two 
This discovery, with other facts, which officers of the United 
States Secret Service have learned, confrms the declaration of Capt. Sigsbee of 
the Maine when she was blown up, and of Capt. Stevens, of the Ward Steam- 
ship Company, that the Maine was blown up from the outside. 

The newly discovered evidence further shows that the destruction of the 
/ Maine was accomplished by the use of torpedoes charged with gun cotton and 
contact with the keel of the warship. 
three men were engaged in the destruction of the Maine. A steam 
used by the United States Government in 
Havana Harbor, conveyed the torpedoes, according to the new evidence, to a 
point within a few feet of the berth of the Maine and there anchored them. The 
torpedoes were kept in their position by means of buoys floating eleven feet un- 
der water and ten feet above anchors used to prevent them being swept away. 

The Maine was drawing fourteen feet of water at her anchorage. The testi- 
mony showed that the explosion which destroyed her, struck the starboard 
bottom plate three feet above the bottom line.

| torpedoes containing gun cotton made a careful study Of the Maine’s anchorage 
‘and the changing conditions of the tide, planting the gun cotton SO as to obviate 
the necessity for explodig the torpedoes by an electric wire. 

It was suggested before the Board of Inquiry that torpedoes charged with 
gun cotton might have been used in destroying the warship, but in the pub- 
‘lished report of the evidence no reference was made to it. 

Experts who explored the wreck of the Maine could find no trace of a 


marine mine or of electric wires in the harbor. 


TORPEDOES WERE ANCHORED NEAR THE MAINE 

The new evidence shows that gun cotton torpedoes were anchored at ebb 
tide on the starboard: side of the Maine, and within a few feet. of the ship's 
bottom plate. The Maine anchored with her nose pointing toward Havana. The 
action of the tide swung her stern toward the southern end of the harbor and 
her bow toward the west and northwest in the direction of the Moro. 

Capt. Sigsbee in his official report said 

“If an expert had been charged with

lieve he would have placed it under the position that the Maine occupied that

That is precisely what the men who placed the gun cotton torpedoes under 


‘the Maine. did, according to the conclusions drawn by officials of the United 
*States from the new evidence discovered. Plates of the Maine coming in con- 
tact with torpedoes which were on ‘the starboard quarter, or that section from 
the center of the ship which would be designated northwest, were exploded. 

The torpedoes were placed at a. spot where Sigsbee says a mine would 
‘have been.placed. The Maine swinging with the tide struck the caps attached to 
‘the floating buoys and exploded the gun cotton in the torpcdoes below. 

The force of the explosion undoubtedly destroyed the torpedoes and the sub- 
merged buoys, while the anchors used to prevent the torpedoes and buoys from 
floating away were undiscoverable in the mass of debris of the Maine itself. 

The officials of the Secret Service who have conducted secret service work 
both here and in Spain believe that the torpedoes were shaped like big buckets 
and made of aluminum or other light metal easily destroyed and leaving no traces 


behind. 
Capt. Stevens of the Ward Steamship Company, who. witnessed the explo- 


sion, told me that the theory evolved by officials of the United States. based 
on evidence Secret Service officers have obtained, confirmed his own view of 
ithe explosion. He ‘said: 

“I was standing on the port side of the City of Washington, looking directly 
at the Maine. The explosion was on the outside and underneath. It makes me 
angry when anybody suggests it was an internal explosion, because if I can be- 
lieve my own eyes, I saw it before anybody on the Maine knew anything about

SEX DISCOVERED IN PRISON. 


WAS TO HAVE WED ELLA DUKES 
AT HILLSBORO. 


Disappeared and Was Supposed to 
Have Drowned at St. Louis, but 
Was Captured and Ccn- 
victed of Forg- 
ery.

CHESTER; Ill, Nov. %.—Sheriff Cassidy 
of Hillsboro, Montgomery County, arrived 
at the Chester (lil.) penitentiary to-day 
with Ellis Glenn of that county to serve 
out an indefinite sentence for comm/'tting 
forgery. He turned his prisoner over to the 
authorities of that institution, and accord- 
ing to their rule, each prisoner is thorough- 
ly examined. The prison physican, Ww. 
Lane, began to make the necessary exam- 
ination and to his surprise found that 
G'enn was a female in d'sguise. 
ago to-day Glenn gained considerable pub- 
licity by supposedly falling ofr a 
steamboat near St. Louis 
drowned, but was captured at Paducah, 
Ky., and turned over to Sheriff Cassidy. On 
Oct. 8 Gienn was to have been united in 
marriage to a young lady in Hillsboro, but 
disappeared three days prior to her mar- 
riage. The officials says this is the first 
case of the kind that ever dccurred at the 
penitentiary. 

Sheriff Cassidy arrived with Glenn, alias 
H. Terry, on the noon train to-day. The

The sheriff was in a quaidary when he 
left with the prisoner, whom he ironed se- 
cure.y before leaving the prison, as he re- 
garded the convict as being both desperaie 
and cunning, liable to escape at any oppor- 
tunity. Gienn’s photograph was taken at 
the penitentiary and copies will be sent to 
detectives all over the country. 

From a legal standpoint, what will be 
done with Gienn ise interesting. The pris- 
oner was arrested, tried, convicted as a 
man. Sent to a prison where only mace 
convicts are received and returned to the 
Sheriff, he could not convey the prisoner 
to Joliet, nor could Warden Murphy re- 
ceive the woman. It is a legal puzzle. 
No confidence is given the story that the 
woman ig personat!ng a twin brother and 
suffering for his sin. 

The record of Glenn is most remarkable. 
So closely was the fact of sex guarded 
that engagement to a young woman of 
Hillsboro was announced. No one ever 
suspected that the groom-to-be waa not a 
man, and reference to Glenn was always 
made as in this story of his courtship. 

Glenn was a sewing machine agent at 
Butier, Ill. When he made the acquaint- 
ance of Ella Dukes, a school girl. He went 
to her home one morning a few years ago 
to sell her mother a machine. He was a 
dashing fellow in appearance, tall and 
straight, with curly jet black hair and 
heavy mustache. He dressed in the height 
of fashion, and\was a man that any fe- 
maie would be proud to own as a husband. 
He had land and money at that time, and 
was considered the most desirable youn 
man in the vicinity of Butler. He had 
many warm admirers .aamong the fair sex, 
and it was a matter of considerabie gussip 
whom he should choose as his wife.

ONE PAPER SAYS: “NACH ENG- 
LAND, KAISER, GEHE NICHT.” 


On the Whole the Weight of Opinion 
Is'in Favor of Better Feeling 
Between the Two 
Nations.

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—Tihe visit of Emperor 
William to Emgland has occupied public 
opinion this week above all else. Even the 
most rabid Anglophobeées found little fault 
with the reports of his Majesty’s reception. 
Some of the papers commented, in a friend- 
ly way, on the evidences of good will and 
sympathy shown the Emperor even by the 
lower classes of English, and augured well 
therefrom for a firmer and clearer under- 
standing between the two countries. It is 
significant that one of Germany's noted 
professors publishes a strong argument in 
favor of a German-British-American al- 
liance, while Herr Barth does the same. In 
the nation, however, there is no doubt that 
the vast majority of the people and press 
continue hostile to Great Britain and dis- 
approve the imperial visit. A well known 
poet, in the Pan-German Deutsche Zeitung, 
has written a-poetic warning to the Em- 
peror, beginning: ; . 

"Nach kngland, Kaiser, gehe nicht. 

While scores of papers have vented their 
anti-British feelings, signs are discernibie 
that opinion begins to veer. Not only the 
Cologne Gazette, which has been friendly to 
Great Britain from the start, but even the 
influential Kreuz Zeitung, often the barom- 
eter of court weather, and the leading Cen- 
ter organ, the Cologne Volks Zeitung, have 
articles this week condemning the “Sense- 
less, rabid Anglophobia.”” The Kreu Zei- 
tung saying, “Opinion in Germany. does not 
strive against the re-establishment of better 
political and commercial! rtiations with Eng- 
‘and. On the contrary, it- favors both and 
believes there is room enough on the globe 
for both nations without either obscuring 
the sunlight of the other.” 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung ridicules the 
“Unreasonable Pan-Germans,” saying they 
would have judilated if the Emperor had 
gone to St. Petersburg instead of England. 

The comment on the South African war, 
generally, is tinctured with iil-wial for 
Great Britain. The Deutsche Zeitung as- 
sumes the success of the Boers and advises 
President Kruger to insist as the terms of 

eace on the cession of Delagoa Bay to the 
hasenal, which, it adds, will ‘“Lead to @ 
new and better German policy in South Af- 
rica.’’ 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung says: 

“If the Engiish press continues in its ar- 
rogance to represent England as the para- 
mount power and Germany as the vassal in 
South Africa, an increase, if possible of the 
dislike feit here for our transchannel cousins 
will be the consequence.”’ 


The Most Important Measures Before 


the German Parliament. 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—Although expected, 
the burial of the anti-strike bill came more 
swiftly than anticipated by either the gov- 
ernment or the Reichstag. The collapse 
was due to the convicticn 
that their amendments would not be ac- 
cepted by the government. The correspona- 
ent of the Associated Press learns that 
there is no intention to intreduce another 
anti-socialist bill at present. Emperor 
William no longer attaches the highest im- 
portance to’ ah anti-strike bill, and even 
the canal biN for a time has given way 
to the naval bill, the passage of which 
engrosses his thoughts. In the meanwhile 
Count Posadowsky—Wehner, the Minister 
of the Interior, and the Berliner Corre- 
spondent, the special crgan of the govern- 
meont’s international policy, severely repri- 
mand the majority of the Reichsiag whica, 
on the rejection of the bill, was made up 
of the entire left, centre and socialists, Be- 
cause of their lack of courtesy. the high 
officials threaten that, as every bill de- 
signed to restrain or repress socialists lie 
defeated, the government will have to find 
other means to accomplish this end, as it 
is claimed to be necessary to curd the 
growing insolence of the socialists. “ne 
governmemt officials also say plainly that 
there is no intention of redeeming Prince 
Hoheniohe'’s promise to enlarge the right of 
political coalition throughout Germany un- 
til the Reichstag has passed measures to 
guard against the “growing abuse of the 
right of coalition among the laboring 
classes."” The press overwhelmingly re- 
joices at the defeat of the bill.. The Vor- 
waerts says: ° 

“Will the government learn? Can inter- 
things continue as at present?

LONDON, Nov. 3.—As a result of the 
United States’ request to the powers for as- 
surances regarding the maintenance of the 
“open door’ in China, the Associated Press 
is able to say that negotiations Have been 
entered into looking to permanent tnternae 
tional agreement. Though offictal reticence 
is observed at all the capitals, there is good 
ground for believing that the negotiations 
have reached a hopeful stage. AecoMing to 
reports current here, in consequence of Rus- 
sia and France failing to reply satisfactore 
torily to ‘Washington's request, the United 
States decided to take up the Chinese qués- 
tion gtill more vigoruusly. The coco ation 
of Great Britain to this end, it is rted, 
was Secured, and it is said that the 
finitiative of the United States, efforts were 
set on foot to secure not only assurances to 
the United States, but a definite agreement 
between the Furopean powers theme@elves. 

Such an understanding to the average 
ropean statesman has long seemed Uto —_ 
ret to-day there are fair chances of Grea 

ritain, Russia, Germany and Japan, in 
conjunction with the United States becom- 
ing signatories to a treaty delimitating t 
spheres of political influence in China, 
determining their fiscal policy in that quatre 
ter of the globe, based on the “Open dor” 
principle. Such is the scope of the pego- 
tiations. The projected arrangement may 
be retroactive as regards territory, in other 
words, districts now ,controlled, for instance, 
may change hands in return for other privie 
leges. ‘ 

France, apparently, has exhfbited the 
greatest opposition to this plan so far, but 
assurances have been received from Russia, 
willingness to enter into 

n agreement with the United as the lead- 
ing factor, has given rise to the belief that 
France is not necessarily a stumbling block, 
for is Russia entered into.the agreement, 
France, it appears, is almost bound to fol- 
low, or render herself powerless in the far 
East. It is understood) that the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan have al- 
ready arrived at a perfect understanding. 
Germany's decision was greatly influenced 
by the Emperor, who had frequent confer- 
ences on this far Eastern problem while in 
England, with Mr. Joseph H. Choate, the 
United States Ambassador. At the Queen's 
banquet, Mr. Choate conversed at length 
with the Emperor, and it is sald, chiefly 
confined himself to the question of China.

She and Her Husband Think Its Af-

Mrs. Charles R. Pratt of New York City 
has taken rooms at the Planters’ and will 
remain in St. Louis two or three weeks.

“His achievements-in that war are an old 
story. The experiences of those left behind 
are a usual story, | suppose. Our thoughts 
dwelt more on the glory of the battle than 
on its hazards, and our hands were busy 
working for the men at the front. 
We got up the sanitary fair in St. Louls. 
It was a great work, and through it we ac- 
complished much, not only for the soldiers, 
but for the women folks. Work, you know 
is often a great solace. The weeping an 
wailing in St. Louis homes was reduced to 
a minimum when we got the women work- 
ing for the fair. . 
“The children were very little then, but 
heiped. My daughter Nellie, 1 
believe, Was the youngest helper. She was 
just three. We sat. her in a great big 
pasteboard shoe, covered with black mus- 
lin and filled with dolls. She made her 
first hit as “The Old Lady Who Lived in 
a Shoe.’ *’ 

Mrs. Grant closed her eyes and smiled. 

“I can see her just as plainly now,” she 
said, ‘in a big bonnet and spectacles, Some- 
where amongst my treasures | have a pic- 
ture of her as she sat in that shoe— 
Mary.’ ‘“Y¥es’m.*’ 

“Just bring that case.”’

RECOLLECTIONS OF VICKSBURG. 


“TIT shall never forget Vicksburg. It is 
as vivid as if it were yesterday. .I1 not 
only see it, like a brilllant panorama, but 
there are times. when the Whole scene re- 
curs to me so forcibly I almost hear it 
again. 

“That was the General's greatest battle, 
I belleve. Whenever I think of him in his 
military career I think of Vicksburg. [ 
have always been grateful for that privi- 
lege to be near him in those critical hours 
of his life. when he helped to make his 
country’s history. But we were all thank- 
ful when it was over, when peace came 
and the bloodshed ceased. I grieved for 
them ail, the blue and the gray, for both 
colors covered hearts that were loyal and 
loving: hearts which, when they ceased 
to beat, threw homes, whether Southern 
or Northern, in deepest mourning. 
“Then,” with a proud little smile, “‘my 
Captain was a General, and I was a Gen-

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CONGRESSMAN PAYNE DISCUSSES 
PUBLIC ISSUES. 


WORK OF COMING CONGRESS. 


Large Appropriations and Passage ef 
Hanna-Payne Subsidy Slipping 
Bill Predicted. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Representative 
Sereno B. Payne of New York reached 
Washington to-day. As he is to be the 
House leader of the majority, what he has 
to say if of much interest. Speaking of 
financial legislation Mr. Payne said to- 
night: ‘‘There will be financial legislation 
and I think quite early in the session, but 
beigg a member of the Caucus Committee 
I am not at liberty to speak definitely as 


to what will probably be done.’ 

Mr. Payne is of the opinion hat the Han- 
na-Payne subsidy shipping bill will go 
through at this session. 

Before expending millions of dollars on 
the Nicaraguan Canal, said Mr. Payne, this 
government would want to be absolutely 
sure of its greund, so that the investment 
would be secure. This would mean the 
possible abrogation of treaties which might 
interfere with our rights. Mr. Payne did 
not mean to be understood that it would 
be necessary to exclude all other nations, 
but to fully define the situation. 

‘T expect appropriations to be quite gen- 
erous and if there is the same liberality as 
at the last session, the aggregate will be 
considerably larger, as labor is higher and 
prices of material have advanced,” said he. 
Upon the subject of trusts Mr. Payne spoke 
in a general way, saying: ‘“‘I cannot say a 
great deal about trusts at this time. Many 
theories have been advanced as to how 
to remedy the centralization of capital, but 
no real solution has as yet been suggested. 
The question will undoubtedly be disc ussed 
at great length during the coming session.’ 

He declined to commit himself on the case 
of Representative-elect Roberts of Utah. 


Of this he eaid: “I have received hundreds 
of letters on the subject but have declined 
to say how I will vote or what will be 
done. The House must determine this

We 
find ourse.ves, greatiy to our surprise, con- 
fronted with one who apparently had been 
willing to co-operate with us in the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish power in the Philip- 
pines, as claiming to be the head, not only 
of the army, but of an independent Govern-

But 
a land commun.cat.on of 5300 miles is al- 
ways a great hardship and an uncertainty. 
You what I mean when I| say it Is 
only in numbers and finances that Eng- 
land has any advantage over the boers. 
The Boers are fighting at home. They are 
playing on home grounds, as it were. They 
know the topography of the country. They 
are acclimated. Everything is new to the 
Queen's soldiers. 

“Then again the files are destroying the 
horses and livestock and cattle that Eng- 
land is send'ng .nto the Transvaal, and 
this pest is not within the power of men 
to control.

PICTURES FOR THE PARIS FAIR. 


Mr. Montgomery of Bloomington Has 
‘“‘the Colorin’ to Mock’’ Natures 
Most Equisite Touches. 


‘Tis a picture that no painter has the colorin’ to 
mock, 
While the frost is on the pumpkin and the fod- 


der’s in the shock. 


That was James Whitcomb Riley's chal- 
lenge to the painters. A. Montgomery of 
Bloomington, Ill, accepted the challenge. 
He.thought he had the ‘“‘colorin’’’ to mock 
the frost on the pumpkin and the fodder'in 
the shock, and a lot of other. homely farm 
products. He had the audacity to undertakas 
to do it. Now he is affectionately calied the 
James Whitcomb Riley of Art, and the 
Hoosier poet is proud that he ts so known, 
for Montgomery giaddens the eye of the 
lovers of natural things as Riley gladdens 
their ears. 

Mr. Montgomery ts also called the farmer 
artist. That is not altogether because he

paints the things of the farm with loving 
Hdelity. He has a clear title to the appelia- 
tlon “‘farmer.’’ As he expresses it he “waa 
born ona farm, bound out on a farm, and 
had the sense to stay on the farm.” He 
lives now on a country place in the suburbs 
of Bloomington. It has nat the dimensions 
of a farm, as farms go in Lliinols, but he 
calls it his farm. He never wants to lose 
the title of farmer, of which he is more 
proud, if anything, than that of artist. 

His prowess as a farmer not in evi- 
dence, but if he is as good as a farmer as 
he is great as an artist, a shining light was 
lost to the confraternity of farmers when 
he laid down the hoe and teok up the brush. 

Mr. Montgomery is in St, Louls now. He 
has been accorded the unusual! courtesy of 
being permitted to exhibit his pictures at 
the Tseecantile Club. They are all pictures 
of the products of the farm and the crea- 
tures of the fields. They are natural; im- 
pressionism and idealism do not show their 
attenuated forms in one of them.

It ought to be easy to make plain the danger of 
such a policy. If the prin¢iple of force is introduced in the 
Philippines can the principle of consent maintain itself in 
America?

This is the question which the Fifty-sixth Congress will 
face. The coming session wiil be one of the most momentous 
in the history of the country.

KENOSHA REACHES THE APEX OF 
NOTORIETY. 


The Teachings of the Sect Laid Bare 
by Stoyan Vairalsky, a Bulgarian 
Echolar, in a Lecture at @ 
Methodist Church. 


KENOSHA, Wis., Nov. 2%.—This city has 
acquired a notoriety in the past, and when- 
ever any strange incident has been reported 
it has been the custom to attribute it to 
Kenosha. Half of the divorces in Chicago 
have sprung from marriages that were cel- 
ebrated in this city before there was any 
true marriage law. It is only Auring the 
last week, however, that’ Kenosha . has 
reached the culmination of notortety. It 
is the only city on the American continent 
that is harboring a cult of Mohamme- 
dans. Here exists a society that teaches 
Mohammedan gnosticism from the holy 
scriptures. 

So says Stoyan Vatralsky, a Bulgarian. 
In a lecture at the Methodist Church he 


exposed the teachings of a neWly organ- 
ized religious sect Known 4s the “Truth 
Knowers,” and it wes this sect he dade- 
nounced as Mohammeadans.

of the new cult to examine the fundamen- 
tals of the teachings, and they may return 
to the sects from which they broke away. 

Babism, according to Vatriasky, is the 
specia] form of Mohammedanism under 
which the “Truth Knowers” are masque- 
rading. The sect of Babists arose in Persia 
in the year 1843. Seyed Mohammed All was 
its founder. He made a pilgrimage to Mec- 
ca and returned with a commentary com- 
posed by himself on the Koran. He made 
the claim that all previous revelations had 
been prefigurations of him, and that he was 
Bab, the gate through which all true knowl- 
edge came to mortals.. Disciples flocked to 

m and he headed an insurrection. Being 

feated. he was executed. His followers 

ed to Turkey, and from that place have 

spread the Babist doctrines. nteresting 
shatehes have been written at various times 
on this sect and its doctrines. 

Vatralsky says that he was struck by the 
resemblance of the new teaching to that of 
the old heresy and he was continual! 
drawing parallels between the ‘“Trut 
Knowers’”’ and the Babists. He felt sure 
that in the lessons he was receiving from 
the local teacher he was iearning Babism, 
and when in the eleventh lesson he was 
told that the prophet Elijah was reincar- 
nated in Persia in the year 1843 he was then 
convinced that Elijah and Seyed Moham- 
med Ali would eventually ne to be one 
and the same incarnation. e learned noth- 
insy further, however, for there his lessons 
“7 

“This teaching,” says Vatralsky, ‘“‘is in- 
sidious. It is more pantheistic than Chris- 
tian Science, more absurd than Mormonism 
and is powerful through its esoteric ideas. 
Secrecy lends it strength, and it is the most 
dangerous cult that has as yet made its 
aprearance on this continent. I cannot be- 
lieve that the majority of these people know 
in reality the nature of the teaching to 
which they have surrendered themselves.’’ 

On the other hand, the “Truth-Knowers” 
say that their ‘ce does not concern 
the outside wordl. he country recognizes 
liberty of belief and worship If they, 
then, worship Mohammed, it is their bust- 
ness, and not Vatralsky’s, or any other 
man’s who may be minded to head a cru- 
sade against the sect. As a body, they are 
unobstrusive and law-abidding. They meet 
every evening in classes to receive in- 
struction and to draw inspiration for the 
next day's labor. 

Stoyan Vatralsky speaks with authority. 
He has made a study of “comparative re- 
ligions,”” and is ready to substantiate his 
assertions with reference to the ‘I'ruth- 
Knowers.’ In his challenge to the leader 
of this sect for an open debate on the 
points at issue, he shows his willingness 
to accept the responsibility of his accusa- 
tion, he fact that tkis new sect tries 
to show that the BibleYis its text book 
and that it cannot thefefore teach Mo- 
hammedanism, counts fof nothing, accord. 
ing to Vatralsky, becatse the Bivie has 
been used before to teaca& heresy by men 
who allegorized its meaning and destroyed 
ts vital power. oan 

The personality of Vatralsky is striking. 
There ie something about the man that 
suggests strength, fire. enthusiasm. His 
eareer has been eventful. 

S'oyan Krstoff Vatraisky is the’ son of a 
shepherd: He was born In Vakerci, a pas- 
toral village 30 miles southeast of So- 
phia, capital of Bulgaria. He was brought 
up in the Greek church, the established 
church of the principality. At the age of 18 
he was sent to study at the college of 
Samokoff, and there he was brought into 
association with American missionaries, 
by whom he was converted to evangelical 
He was anxious to pursue 
a course of higher study and carne to the 
Inited States. He entered Harvard and 
184. He composed the 
was sung at the 
service on baccalapreate Sunday and at the 
exercises on class Way. After leaving cwl- 
lege he turned his attention to HMterary 
work. and has written for the Boston 
Transcript, Youth's Companion and The

THEY WILL GO TO TIDEWATER, 


TEMPER OF THE COMBINE’S LINE? 
| ALREADY EXHIBITED. 


Ruinous Freight Rates Which It Is 
Charged Destroy Competition Are 
the Cause of the New 
Movement. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 2%.—An aggreesive wat 
is to be waged against the power of the 
Coal Truet from this time on. The trust, 
foreseeing the action, has already begun. 
to retaliate. Tuesday night the Erie, one 
of its roads, dumped a lot of refuse on the 
route of a projected rallroad which Its op- 
ponents are to build. Rumors were in cir- 
culation that the latter would strike back 
by destroying with dynamite the bridges 
of the Erie and the Ontario & Western 
roads. 

The first official step in the war against 
the trust was taken this week at a meéet- 
ing of the Anthracite Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation, representing an aggregate cap- 
ital of $110,000,000, in the Waldorf-Astoria. . 
This association is composed of 68 independ- 
ent coal mining corapg#ies and firms. All , 
of them were represented at the meeting. 

The prime object of the meeting was to 
take action relative to the proposed Dela- 
ware Valley & Kingston Railroad. This road 
is to be 81 miles in length. It will run 
from Lackawaxen, Pa., to Kingston, on the 


Hudson. At Lackawaxen it connects with 
the Erie & Wyoming road, a short rail- 
way, 54 miles in length, which runs through 
the heart of the coal mining district and ie 
owned by the Pennsylvania Coal Mining 
Co., one of the independent concerns. 

Without a connecting road with a ter- 
minal at a tide-water point the Erle & 
Wyoming Road is comparatively useless 
to the Pennsylvania Coal Co. To market 
its prodacts it has to use one of the large 
lines controlled by the Coal Trust, and pay 
a ruinous freight.rate. 

All of the independent companies have 
been at the mercy of the roads in the Coal 
Trust. These are the Lehigh Valley, the 
Erle, the Philadelphia & Reading, the Cen- 
tral of New Jersey, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western, the Pennsylvania and 
the New York, Ontario & Western. 

J. Pilerpont Morgan is the dominant fac- 
tor of the trust. The roads in it are con- 
trolled by him in the matter of coal rates. 

Nearly all of them are extensive owners 
of coal lands. The pwblic has to pay what- 
ever the trust says it must pay. » 

To prevent the independent companies 
from underselling the trust the coal] roads 
have charged them high freight rates, com- 
pelling them to market their product at 
prices about equal to those demanded by 
the trust. f | 

The importance of the little 8l-mile road 
from Lackawaxen tg Kingston is readily 
apparent. Once constructed it will give the 
independent owners of the Lackawanna, 
Lehigh, Wyoming and Schuylkill coal dis- 
tricts an outlet at a tidewater toha | 
road free from the influence of tie Coal 
Trust. . elgg’.

%.—Impelied by a desire 
destruction of Russia's 
powerful fighting forces in the event of a 
War with Japan, Thomas B. Murphy of 
163 Palmer square yesterday proffered his 
services tu Consul Toshio Fujita, the Jap- 
anese Coneu] in Chicago, and those of 
chioride of nitrogen, which he says he can 
maenufacture and handle in sufficient quan- 
tithes to blow the rock of Gibraltar out of 
plumb. Mr. Murphy informed the Consu! 
that he had studied this dangerous explo- 
sive and had learned how it could be used 
most offectively by an attacking force with- 
out danger of anniMlation to the party 
using it. He was assured by the Consu! 
that hie offer would receive consideration, 
but that there was little prospect of war 
at present. 

“Yes, I visited the Consul and offered to 
demonstrate the use of chioride of nitrogen 
as a destructive explosive for the benefit of 
his Government in cage of war with Rus- 
sia,” said Mr. Murphy last night. “I did 
this because I have discovered the man- 
ner in which it can be handled and stored 
without danger. It wee Arst discovered by 
Sir Humphrey Davies in 1745 and after a 
number of famous chemists had lost their 
lives in experimenting with the explosive 
it wes given up by students as one of the 
combinations which chemists would never 
be able to solve sufficiently to enable them 
to manufacture it and use it itn deadly 
weapons.

HUNTING FOR A HOARD 
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KANSAS CITY WOMAN IN QUEST 
OF A SOUSIN’S WEALTH. 


IT MAY BE IN ST. LOUIS. 


Southern Recluse of Eccentric Habits 
Died in New Orleans Without 
Giving Location of Money.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. &—Mrs. Oll- 
ver F. Jones of this city has returned from 
a search tn New Orleans for the hidden 
wealth of her miser cousin, who died there 
recently. She did’ not find the money, but 
she found proofs that the hoard is in ex- 
istence somewhere and she got a few clews 
which may lead to its discovery. Mrs. 
Jones ts the wife of Dr. Jones, who has an 
office in the Rialto Bullding, and lives at 
2665 Independence boulevard. The cousin 
who died and left from $5000 to $10,000 hid- 
den away somewhere was B. W. Burgess. 
The story told by Mrs. Jones is as fol- 

wes: 


oO . 

Thirty years ago Mr. Burgess was a 
scholar and educator of national distinc- 
tion. He was one of the originators in 
this country of the ‘“‘commercial college” 
system, and for many years he was suc- 
cessful in founding and managing colleges 
of that kind. At one time he had a large 
commercial college in Galveston, Tex. 
Later he opened a commercial college in 
San Francisco. His income was large and 
he traveled itn Burope and studie the 
school systems there. 

The mother of Mr. Burgess lived in New 
Orleans and ran the Burgess Houvee, a 
queer, rambliing, —_" lodging house on 
Chartres street. Mrs urgeas was eccen- 
tric, she lived alone, saved every cent she 
could and hoarded in secret places. In 
1894 Mrs. Burgess died and her son went 
from San Franciseo and took charge of her 
estate. He found most of the money she 
had hidden away in the seats of chairs, in 
mattresses and in drawers wi false bot- 
toms. One roll of bills, found in an old 
mattress, amounted to . 

Mr. Burgess took up his lodgings in the 
rooms where his mother had lived, and he 
took un her habits too. He became miser- 
ly and hoarded his money, but he put it :n 
banks. He would not put it all in one 
bank, but a few thousand in one place and 
a few thousand in another. A ‘year or so 
ago he was stricken with Bright's disease 
and became more eccentric, more miserly 
and more peculiar than ever. 

Last February he visited his cousin, Mrs. 
Jones, in this city and stayed a week. She 
was his nearest relative. He told her he 
had not long to live and that when he died 
he was going to give her all his money. He 
gave her ® lot of antique jewelry that had 
been his mothers and which was valuable 
and asked her to keép it. He spoke often 
of his suspic.ons that people were after his 
money, and that he was hiding it out s0 
that no one could get hold of it.

That in her 
helpless condition she was forced to return 
to her father’s house, who was then and 
is now living in Shelby County, and has 
lived with him ever since. That soon after | 
the defendant had abandoned and deserted 
her she received information from what 
she then considered a rellable source that 
defendant had died on a plantation down 
the r.ver, but she was unable to learn the 
exact location. ‘“‘PetitioNer honestly be- 
lieved that defendant was dead and he 
did succeed in keeping his whereabou‘s 
concealed from her and every member of 
her immediate family for more than five 
years therafter and until two days ago. 
That, soneverns herself to be widow, 
and not knowin of ony legal cause or 
reason to prevent, and she was, as she be- 
lieved, on Nov. 1898, lawfully married 
to Alex Bell, with whom she has continued 
to live as his wife ever since. 

“That up to two days ago, petitioner was 
a happy’ woman, conscious of no wro 
and confident in the love and affections 
him she believed to be her lawful husband. 

“That your petitioner was not happy as 
the wife of defendant. He was cruel and 
inbuman in his treatment of her even be- 
fore he abandoned her. The defendant does 
not now and never did love or care any- 
thing for petitioner, and that he has re- 
turned for no other pur except to toz- 
ment her and to make her future Ife as 
miserable as possible.

TRYING TO FIND WOLFSOHN 


Mystery Deepaned by Contrary and 
Positive Assertions That He 
Is Dead and Still Alive,

Nicholas Hasselberg of 1110 North Twen- 
tieth street is making a determined effort to 
locate Aaron Wolfsohn, the St. Loulsan who 
was supposed to have committed suicide in 
Los Angeles, Cal., but who is now believed 
to be alive, Hasselberg is Wolfsohn's 
brother-in-law. 

The mystery surrounding the case grows 
deeper every day. While the relatives of 
Wolfsohn think he jis alive, there are others 
who are no less firm in the opinion that he 
is dead. ' 

The New York Life Insurance Co., which 
paid a policy of $10,000 on his life, has not 
been able to recover the money, which is 
being held by the public administrator at 
Los Angeles, on the advice of Benjamin 
Wolfsohn of §t. Louls, the father of the 
man who was supposed to have committed 


suicide. 

The only basis for the belief that Wolf- 
sohn is alive js a letter received by a Chi- 
cago relative of Wolfsohn’s, now in the 
possession of Mr. Hassetberg. Mr. Hassel- 
berg says he is willing to make affidavit 
that the handwriting in thie letter is that 
of Wolfsohn. Yet the handwriting found 
in a note book among the effects of the 
man who committed suicide at Los Angeles 
was just as positively identified as that of 
Wolfsohn. 

To add to the confusion, the woman = 
attended the funeral arrangements of the 
suicide has come forward and stated her 
belief that he was Wolfsohn. It is 
as most peculiar that Wolfsohn, stil 
alive, does not appear and ease the anxiety 
of his relatives.

METUCHEN, N. J., Nov. 23.—When a 
woman loves constancy is her one unmeas- 
ured virtue. But that a love born when the 
parties thereto were mere babies should 
extend into adult years even to the battling 
of the gir] against the will and wishes of 
the relatives of the boy is something new 
even in romance, It is a general belief 
that an early love of this kind never sur- 
vives the dawn of maturity.

William B. Redfield and Mary Board were 
neighbors in their baby days. He was, the 
sor of wealthy parents and every wish wads 
gratified. He was of a jovial nature and'‘as 
he grew older fell into easy habits. Mary 
and he were lovers all the same, He went to 
New York and joined the Seventh Regiment 
and was quite a hero in his native village, 
but he and his little sweetheart preserved 


their faith through it all. 

William became dissipated and his father 
to check his waywardness cut off his 
funds. But the death of his grandfather 
and a legacy of $25,000 left the boy free 
to do as he pleased. He pleased to have 
a good time and Mary saw but iittle of 
him while his money lasted. He squan- 
dered most of his money and then, awak- 
ening to the necessity of making a man 
of himself, bade the falthful girl g00q- 
by and went to the Black Hills to make 
his fortune.

ly declared insane, and without any more 
ado sent to the great asylum for the insane 
at Ward's Island. This was in 188. He 
has been there ever since. 

While William was on his spree in New 
York Mary Board also became interested 
in the Western gold flielda. 
prospecting party and started for the Biack 
Hills in search of riches. She prospered 
and the gold fever took possession of her. 
When the Klondike craze began to assume 
formidable proportions she returned to 
New Yorx City and organized a company 
to go to Alaska. She was a good business 
woman and her project was given some 
publicity. A newspaper containing an ac- 
count of her and her projects reached Red- 
field in the asylum. He wrote to her, say- 
ing that he was quite sane, had conquered 
his bad habits and implored her to get him 
his release so that he could join her Klon- 
dike party. Mary visited several physi- 
cians, hoping to get experts who would 
swear to her sweetheart’s sanity. She was 
not successful. lIeater, when she returned 
to New York, she tried again with no bet- 
ter luck. 

Then she heard of the Medical and Legal 
Relief Society, which takes charge of such 
cases if there is any semblance of justice in 
them, The President of the society is Theo- 
dore Sutro, a prosperous banker of New 
York City, and a former tax commissioner. 
His wife is well known in every advanced 
movement for women in New York City. 
This tireless little woman became inter- 
ested in William’s case and Mary was 
overjoyed. 

She went back to Metuchen and waited. 
In a few days notice came to her that ha- 
beas corpus proceedings had been instituted 
and that the legal fight was on. Mary went 
to New York to do her share of the fighting. 
She set up the claim that William, being 
a resident of New Jersey, should never have 
been committed in a New York asylum, 
and, furthermore, that he has never been 
given an oppotrtunity to prove that he was 
not insane. The society made the case 
a ‘basis for a fight that it has long been 
carrying on—that the law is not carried 
out in the commitment of the insane in New 
York and that defendants are not permitted 
to examine witnesses against them. 

Willlam was taken from. Ward's Island 
before Justice Gingrich in the New York 
Supreme Court. He saw the faithful Mary, 
epoke to her and they wept together. Then, 
for the first time, William learned what had 
been going on while he was in the asylum. 
His father died not long ago and left him a 
small estate. His imprisonment as a luna- 
tic debarred him from the use of It, and in 
the event of his death it would go to his 
relatives. William was distressed to learn 
that his two sisters, who live in Brooklyn, 
and other relatives opposed his release for 
fear he would relapse into his former habits 
of dissipation. He has been sent back to 
Ward's Isiand for the present, until Mary 
and her legal friends can take definite steps 
to overcome the objections raised by Wil.

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‘A WISSOURIAN'S HOUSEBOAT 


It Is Being Built at Minneapolis and 


Will Soon Be Shipped to 
St. Louis.

‘MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 2%.—One of 


the prettiest houseboats ever built in the 
Northwest will soon be shipped from Way- 
zata. The craft is a naphtha launch, 4 feet 
long, with nine foot beam, and has been 
built for H. M. Ruby, bank examiner of the 
State of Missouri, and Henry Waddell, with 
whom he is interested in several business 
ventures. It is the intention of the builders 
to have the boat completed before the river 
freezes, and if they are successful the boat 
will be sent to St. Louis by water. Other- 
wise it will go by rail. 

Mr. Ruby and Mr. Waddell spent a por- 
tion of the past summer at Lake Minne- 
tonka, and were greatly taken with a house- 
boat they saw there, Finally they decided 
they must have one, too, and Sept. 1 upey 

laced the order with R. C. Moore. he 
boat nearing completion is — a sister 
ship of the Roamer, now on Lake Minne- 
tonka, but will be furnished in richer 
fashion. There will be a main deck and an 
upper deck, and in the cabin will be six 
berths. The furnishings are of hard wood 
and plush, and when completed the interior 
of the cabin will resemble to a marked de- 
gree the interior of a Pullman sleeping car. 

The launch is equipped with a 16-horse 
power gasoline engine, made in Minne- 
apolis, and will be in charge of a Minne- 
apelis boy, H. C. Newgo as engineer.

California Convict Is to Be Freed Be- 
cause He Has Found a Device to 
Save State $5000 a Year. 


GAN QUENTIN, Cal. Nov. 3%.—Convict 
Joseph F. Ross; dotng nine years’ time 
from Merced County for murder, would not 
under ordinary circumstances be given his 
freedom until] Jan. 1, 1901, but as a reward 
for his ingenuity as an inventor he was 

aroled at last week's session of the Board 
of State Prison Directors. The invention of 
the convict mechanic was tested by Warden 
eAguirre when the machinery of the jute 

mill was set in operation for the first time 
in three weeks, owing to the breaking of 
the main shaft. It was found to work >-per- 
, fectly, thereby iIneuring a decrease of $5000 
a year in the expenses of running the mill 
and the saving of $8000 In a lump sum by the 
repair of 3,000 flyers cast aside as useless 
in the last 10 years. 

There are 3% wepinning frames in use in 
the jute mill, on each of which are used 128 
cast steel fyers. Each year the tips of Ano 
of these fiyers are worn so badly by the 
friction of twine that they are thrown 
aside; B,000 of them are now ornamenting 
a corner of the big bullding.

BUENCAMINO IS A CAPTIVE.

Author of the Filipino Ccnstitution 
Had Attemp'‘ed to Hide. 
MANILA, Nov. 25, 1:25 p. m.—Buencamino, 
often cailed “‘the brains of the Filipino in- 
surrection,’’ is locked up here in charge of 
Brigadier-General Edward B. Williston, the 
provost marsnail. When Tarlac fell Buen- 
camino fled northward with Aguinaldo’s 3- 
year-old son and an old lady, supposed to be 
the motne r of Aguinaldo’s confidential serv- 
ant, ‘Tomas Maxarine, and a guard of 100 
so.diers, Reaching the neighborhood of the 
coast, Nov. 13, Buencamino found American 
soldiers on every side, and escape impossi- 
ble, So he sought refuge in a little Pan- 
gasinan six miles from Manaoag,

village, 
living in a mean little hut belonging to na- 
lives, Who were lukewarm toward the in- 
surrection. 
On learning the identity of Buencamino 
some refugees brought the news Nov. 20 to 
Col. Luther R. Hare, commanding the 25d 
Infantry, garrisoning Maraoag. After com- 
municating with Gen. Wheaton, Maj. Mar- 
cus D. Cronin’s Battalion surrounded the 
Village Nov. 21. Buencamino’s guard had 
hidden their rifles and uniforms, and Buen- 
camino surrendered without resistance. He 
had only a few clothes and $2000 in gold. 
Gen. Wheaton kept the woman and child 
and sent Buencamino to Manila on the 
transport Brutus, in charge of Lieut. Smith 
of the Twentieth Infantry. He seemed 
cheerful and rather glad that his troubles 
had culminated. On the Brutus arriving 
at Manila this morning Lieut. Smith took 
Buencamino to the palace. He was only a 
few minutes in Gen. Otis’ office. 

lhe prisoner told Gen. Otis that he de- 
sired peace, and had for a long time used 
his influence for peace. Aguinaldo, he add- 
ed, was retreating north with only 2000 men 
and two cannon. Gen. Otis then summoned

Ebbetts of Brooklyn Will Not Let 
Them Go to New York. 

NEW YORK, Nov. &%.—Charley Ebbetts. 
President of the Brookly Baseball Club, to- 
day sald: 

“Regarding the dropping of the Brooklyn 
Club from the League, I think there isn't 
any probability of that. I think really there 
is no intention on the part of the league 
magnates to attempt to force the club out. 
Our contract with the National League does 
not expire for two years to come, and it 
was entered into when Brooklyn was a city 
in itself. The consolidation of the two cities 
should not affect it in the least, to my 


mind. 

“Wh should Brooklyn be dropped? 
Haven't we always tried to furnish good 
baseball?

RS. KATH CHOPIN'S novel “The 
M Awakening’ has not had the vogue 
of Winston Churchill's “Richard 
Carvel,” but it has aroused more discussion 
ané probably deeper interest. She is a 8t. 
Louisan, born here, a resident of the city 
to-day and for the greater part of her life 
She was married when very young to Mr. 
Decar Chopin and went with her husband to 
New Orleans, and Natchitoches Parish, Ia., 
mhere her children were born. About i§ 
years ago her husband died and she re 
turned to St. Louls. 

As a writer of fiction Mrs. Chopin appeals 
to the finer taste, sacrificing all eleq, even 
pecuniary profit, to her artistic conscience. 
Her etyle is clear, frank and terse, never @ 
word too many or too few. In construction 
her power is especially noticeable because 
effects are produced without apparent ef- 
fort.. There is nothing of contrivance to be 
seen. Her art is not a cunning composition, 
but a living thing. 

Mrs. Chopin has been called a southern 
writer, but she appeals to the universal 
sense in a way not excelled by any other 
American author. She is not sectional or 
provincial, nor even national, which is to 
@ay that she is an artist, who is not bound 
by the idiosyncracies of place, race or creed. 
The following is her own account of her- 
eelf, written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


By Mrs. Kate Chopin. 


N certain brisk, bright days I like 
to walk trom my home, near Thir- 
ty-fourth street, down to the shop- 

ping district. After a few such experiments 
I begin to fancy that I have the walking 
habit. Doubtless I convey the same im- 
pression to acquaintances who see me from 
the car window “‘hot-footing’’ it down Olive 
etreet or Washington avenue. But in my 
eub-—consciousness, as my friend Mrs. R—— 
would say, I know that I have not the 
walking habit. 


Eight or nine years ago I began to write 
stories—short stories which appeared in the 
magazines, and I forthwith began to sus- 
pect I had the writing habit. The public 
shared this impression, and called me an 
@uthor. Since then, though I have written 
many short stories and a novel or two, I 
am forced to admit that I have not the 
writing habit. But it is hard to make peo- 
ple with the questioning habit believe this. 

“Now, where, when. why, what do you 
write?” are some of the questions that I 
remember. How do I write? On a lapboard 
with a block of paper, a stub pen and a 
bottle of ink bought at the corner grocery, 
Which keeps the best in town. 


Where do I write? In a Morris chair be- 
side the window, where I can see a few 
trees and a patch of sky, more or less blue. 

When do I write? I am greatly tempted 
here to use slang and reply ‘“‘any old time,” 
but that would lend a tone of levity to this 
bit of confidence, whose seriousness I want 
to keep intact if possible. So I shall say 
I write in the morning, when not too strong- 
ly draWn to struggle with the intricacies of 
@ Pattern, end in the afternoon, if the 
temptation to try a new furniture polish on 
an old table leg is not too powerful to be 
Genied; sometimes at night, though.as I 
grow older I am more and more inclined 
to believe that night was made for sleep. 

“Why do I write?’ is a question which I 
have often asked myself and never very 
satisfactorily answered. Story-writing—at 
least with me—is the spontaneous expres- 
sion of impressions gathered goodness 
knows where. To seek the source, the im- 
pulse of a story is like tearing a flower to 
pieces for wantonness. 


What do I write? Well, not everything 
that comes into my head, but much of what 
I have written lies between the covers of 
my books. 


Thére are stories that seem to write them- 
eelves, and others which positively refuse 
to be written—which no amount of coaxing 
can bring to anything. I do not belileve 
any writer has ever made a “‘portrait’’ tn 
fiction. A trick, a mannerism, a physical 
trait or mental characteristic go a very 
short way towards portraying the complete 
individual in real life who suggests the in- 
Gividual in the writer's imagination. The 
*‘"naterial’’ of a writer is to the last degree 
uncertain, and I fear not marketable. I have 
been told stories which were looked upon as 
veritable gold mines by the generous narra- 
tors who placed them at my disposal. I have 
been taken to spots supposed to be alive 
with localcolor. I have been introduced to 
excruciating characters with frank permie- 
gion to use them as I iiked, but never, In 
any single instance, has such material been 
of the slightest service. 1 am completely at 
the morey of unconscious selection. To 
such an extent is this true, that what is 
called the polishing up process has always 
proved disastrous to my work, and I avoid 
it, preferring the integrity of crudities to 
artificiallties. 

How hard it ts for one's acquaintances 
and friends to realize that one's books are 
te be taken seriously, and that they are 
eubjoet to the same laws which govern the 
existence of others’ books! I.) ve a son 
tho. ® Wroth over the question:

1.” She hadn't thought of the booksell- 
er’s. Its real bard to think of everything! 
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RS. CHOPIN'S first venture in 
M in literature was a little story 
called ‘‘Euphrasie,’’ which 
contained so much promise that she 
was encouraged to persevere, al- 
though the work was never offered 
for publication. The author’s critical 
instinct was too sure to permit any 
work to go before the public which 
could not satisfy the requirements of 
the best art. 

Following this “At Fault’ was 
written and published in 1890. This 
was a story of S8t. Louis and 
Louistana life. 

In 18% “Bayou Folk,” a collection 
of short stories, appeared and was 
immediately recognized as the work 
of a sure-handed artist. In 1897, an- 
other collection, “A Night in Aca- 
die," was published, marked by the 
same finish and classic quality. 

Mrs. Chopin’s latest book, “The 
Awakening,’ was published a few 
months ago. The perfection of its art 
is acknowledged in this country and 
even more cordially in England, 
Maarten Maartens recommending its 
translation into the continental lan- 
guages of Europe. 

Another collection of short stories 
will appear next spring.

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DIAMONDS MAY. 


A Careful Review: and Comparison With 
Africa by a Noted Geologist. 


IMBERLEY, South Africa, though re- 
K cently brought into great prommence 
by the Engiish-Boer war, has long 
held a conspicious place in publie attention 
on account of its diamond mines. But it is 
perhaps not generally known that about all 
our knowledge regarding nature's method 
of producing gem has been learned from 
these mines. and, further, that this inform- 
ation applied to conditions existing in cer- 
tain localities on this side of the Atlantke 
seems likely to jead to important discover- 
les. 

Prof. William Herbert Hobbs, in the No- 
vember oumber of the Popular S¢ience 
Monthly, considers the subject very fully in 
@ most interesting article, entitled, “Emi- 
gfant Diamonds in America.” 

Prior to the discovery of the Kimberley 
mines diamonds were found in India, Bor, 
neo, the Urals. South Africa and Bragjl, but 
none of these localities afforded any indica, 
tion as to their origin. Kimberley is unique 
im this particular, for here whete they are 
found they have also been formed,, while 
those of al] other places havefapparently 
been transported by nature's agencies a jong 
way from the place of their origin. 

The Kimberlev mines are “pans” 
are the remanis of the vents of extinct 
volcanoes. The surrounding rock is a car- 
bonaceous black. shale, and it is Believed 
that the effect of the volcan’ eruptions 
upon this shale, combined with subsequcnt 
; bhydrostic pressure, has resulted, in crystal- 
izing the carbon of the shale into diamonds. 
Thist view is supported by the experiments 
of Moissan. He dissolved carbon in molten 
fron and immersed the whole mass In cold 
Water, where he kept antil a%hard crust 
Bad formed. Then removing it from the 
Water he allowed the molten interior to cool 
gradually, which, owing to the resistance 
@f the Shell, was necessarily accompanied 
By an enormous internal pressure. This he 
followed with an acid treatment, which 
Ssolated the diamonds. 

Diamonds have been found as stray stones 
mt several places in the United States at 
fong imtervals, but those that have attracted 
the most attention, and are now the sub- 
ject of investigation by the United States 
Geological Survey, have been picked up in 
the region about the Great Lakes. Most of 
these have been found by persons ignorant 
of their character, and many have remained

T is difficult enough to put oneself In the

however. by a writer in La Science Illup- 
tree, M. Jacques Davia, who, arguing from 
what entomology and optics tell us of a 
fily’s visual organs, proceeds not only to 
@escribe what the creature sees, but gives 
‘us what we may term a “‘fly’s-eye view” of 
@man. Says M. Davia: 

“If we examiné a fiy’s head with the mi- 
croscope We shall notice that it has two 
distinct kinds eyes—large ones, placed 
on each side of the fare, and little ones or 
‘ocelli,” disposed in triangular form on the 
vertex. 

“The large eyes form two convey protu- 
berances and are composed of a multitude 
of juxtaposed hexagonal! facets. 

“These facets appear to be about 4000 
in Mumber; they are not of the same size, 
those of the upper part being about 1-1000 
inch in diameter and -those of the lower 
part only about 1-2000 inch. 

“Fig. l represents one of these 4000 facets 
that compose a single eye.

coming to the notice of anyone versed in 
precious stones. 

On the assumption that these isolated 
specimens were washed from a great natur- 
al diamond laboratory somewhere, the ques- 
tlons presented for solution are: Do the 
conditions surrounding these finds indicate 
that they have been gransported? And, if so- 
do théy point out the direction and probable 
site of their nativity’ 

Among ‘geologists it is a well known 
fact that during the glacial period, geologi- 
cally not very remote in time, the whole 
of the northeastern part of our continent 
was covered with an immense ice cap. The 
movement or flow of this great mass was 
directed by the topographical coditions 
then existing Into channels more or less 
diverging. These glaciers carried with them 
rocks, stones and earth eroded .from the 
cogntry they traversed, and upon arriving 
at the melting point the heavier material 
was deposited in great heaps called mor- 
aines. making the glacial INmits, while the 
lighter debris was transported still further 
by the glacial torrents formed by the melt- 
ing ice and constitute what is termed gla- 
cial drift. or simply “‘drift.’” Moreover, the 
course traveled by these ice flows is indl- 
cated by glacial scratches or striae, foot- 
prints, so to speak, made by the projecting 
points of the rocks which they carried on 
the rock surfaces on which or against which 
they moved. 

The diamonds thus far found in the lake 
region have been reported from or in the 
neighborhood of the great terminal moraine 
at Eagle, ‘Oregon, and Kohlsville, .Wis.; 
Dowagiac, Mich.; Milford,, Ohio, and Bur- 
lingtom Lil That they were transported 
by the great ice mass seems, therefore, be- 
yond question. It remains, however, to trace 
the course of these glaciers to their point 
of dispersion. 

The Canadian geologists have arrived at 
the conclusion that one of the highest sum- 
mits of the ice cap was located some dis- 
tance west of Hudson Bay, and another, 
which probably glaciated the lake region in 
Labrador, east of the same body of water. 
From these the ice is suposed to have 
moved in great spreading fans in all direc- 
tions. 

The Oregon, Eagle and Kohblesville stones 
were found in the moraine of the Green Bay 
glacier. Tracing this up, it points to a 
narrow strip of territory of great extent 
between the northeastern corner of Wis-

Wood's Holl is a Httle village on the end 
of a neck of land which forms the south- 
eastern shore of Buzzard’s Bay. There tn 
IS88 was established the Marine Blological 
Laboratory at which the marvelous resu.ts 
of the last summer have been achieved. It 
had its origin in a marine biological schovl 
established in 1873 on the Island of Pen- 
hikese, near Woed's Holl, by 
Agassiz, which Ived but two seasons. A 
later attempt was not more successful at 
Annisquam. In 1888, however, several col- 
leges united in forming the present insti- 
tution under the direction of C. O. Whit- 
man. now professor of biology at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Under his lead ‘the 
work became systematic. 

The simple forms of marine Nfe proved to 
have wonderful possibilities for study and 
investigation by the trained scientist, and 
to throw light on the more complex systems 
of the higher animals. William T. Sedgwick, 
tviward G. Gardiner and Edward O. Jordan

| MUSKRATS 
ATTACK 
A HUNTER. 


ANKIND has a new enemy. It is the 
muskrat. This animal, heretofore 
thought to be harmless, as far as 
the human race is concerned, has suddenly 
developed ferocious tendencies which cause 
him to be feared. 

The swamps of Southern Michigan and 
Northern Illinois, in the vicinity of the Cal- 
umet River, are infested with thousands of 
muskrats. From them J. J. Geraghty, a 
telegraph operator residing in South Chi- 
cago, had a narrow escape a few days ago. 

He entered a2 swamp along the Calumet 
River to hunt for reed birds. With hitn 
was his doz, a fine Gordon setter. When 
he started home, shortly after noon, he was 
startled by the furious barking of his dog. 
He ran forward and found the animal lit- 
erally covered With muskrats. They were 
fighting desperately and squealing like mad. 
They bit the dog in every available place, 
and finally kfiled him, actually biting him 
to death. Geraghty fired his gun at the 
mob of muskrats and killed a dozen of 
them. Thereupon the whole crowd of them 
turned from -the dog and attacked him. 
They bit him savagely, penetrating his 
clothing with ease, and wounding him in 
20 places. 

While muskrats in that region are known 
to be good fighters when aroused, this is 
said to be the first case in which more than 
one of them Have attacked a man at once. 

The muskrat ts the only ‘animal -of- its 
kind in America, and it is indigenous to 
this country. It belorgs to the general 
family of Muridae, and is allied to the prai- 
rie dog, the beaver and the grouné hog. . Its 
body is about 12 inches long and its fur, 
which is very fine, penetrated at intervags 
With heavy bristles, gray.

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Rough Anadon Takes Into 
Its Throat Food That Is 
Larger Than Itself, 

OME snakes are noted for the ease with 
S which they will swallew. their prey 
whole; but in most cases of this kind 
the victim becomes elongated in the process 
and hence better adapted in form to the 
reptile’s throat. The python and the boa 
crush their prey before swallowing K and 
thus render that feat comparatively. easy. 
But a smajl African snake known as the 
“rough anodon’”’- lives exclusively on eggs 
and does rot resort to any hssistance vf 
this kind, for it bolts them whoie, with- 
out breaking the shell. The following de- 
scription of this—ceptile and its habits is 
given by a French ter: 

“It is an innocuous colubriform snake, 70 
centimeters (27 inches) long and but 10 mill- 
metérs (2-5°inch) in diameter—about the 
thickness of one’s finger—which was cap- 
tured in the very act of swallowing an un- 
broken duck’s egg, not less than 45 miilli- 
meters (nearly 2 inches) in transverse diam- 
eter.":The extraordinary appearance of the 
animal while accomplishing this feat of 
gluttony is well shown in our illustration. 
Dasypeltis scabra (known as the ‘rough 
anodon’) is the name of the species, and it 
is found throughout a large part of the 
African continent, from Abyssinia to the 
Cape, and from Sierra Leone to Mozam- 
bique; our specimen comes from the upper 
Kongo region, near Lake Tanganyika. In 
these latitudes it is not uncommon, and 
was long ago described as feeding exciusive- 
‘ly on eggs. 

‘‘Now, how does it manage to get down 
its throat such a thing as a duck’'s egg, 
not only so much larger than itself, but 
also hard and perfectly smooth? We know 
that a common snake is aided in swallow- 
ing a toad by its hook-like teeth, which 
hold the prey while the upper and. lower 
jaws glide over if alternately, and thus push 
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it backward. Lizards, boas, the Hetera- 
don of Madagascar, etc., are said to place 
the egg—of a canary or other small bird, 
that is—against an irregularity of. the 
ground, or within one of* their own foids, 
which enables them to ram it Into their 
mouths, In-the case of our Dasyne!ltis and 
its duck’s egg, however, these explanations 
do nét suffice, this genus being destitute of 
true teeth. We can, therefore, only sup- 
pose that a ‘couple of membranous folds 
which have been discovered, one on each 
side of its mouth, lay holds Of the shell like 
cupping-glasses, and thus work it into thé 
throat. ; 
‘“But here we meet with another diffi- 
culty. After the egg has passed safely de- 
fween the prodigiously distended jaws and 


upper esophagus, it would seem as if { 
bulk and solidity, when lodged in a con 
paratively inelastic portion of the digestiy 
tube, whose juices are unable to dissoly 
the’ shell, must quickly prove fatal to tr 
animal.

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Extensive Ravages by the 
Dreaded Pest Are ~ 
Feared. 


HB much-dreaded pea pest, known as 
i 3 the pea louse, or Nectarophora De- 

structor, has again made its appear- 
ance in Southern Maryland, much to the 
apprehension of the growers of the entire 
State, who fear that the extensive ravages 
of the pest may extend over the entire pea- 
growing sections of Maryland. 

The pest. first made its appearance last 
May on the place of C. H. Pearson, Susque- 
hanna Farm, St. Marys County, about the 
time that the pea plants began to blossom, 
and within a few days the entire vast crop 
on the farm had the appearance of having 
been swept by a forest fire. Out of 60 
acres of the peas nearly 500 were destroyed 
and a loss of $30,000 involved. 


was planning to pack great quantities of 
this vegetable. At his invitation a thorough 
investigatian of the pest was made by 
State Entomologist W. G. Johnson of the 
Maryland Agricultural College, and photo- 
graphs showing the extent and nature of 
the ravages of the pest were taken under 
his direction. 

A number of the lice, or small green bugs, 
are being experimented with at his lab- 
oratory, but so far no very effective means 
has been found to combat the insect. The 
pest started apparently in Florida and has 
worked its way North into Maryland and 
even into New Jersey. The West, so far, 
has apparently escaped the pest,.but unless 
some means of destroying it is found the 
insect promises to spread its direful in- 
fluences all over the pea-growing sections 
of the country. 

It was hoped that with the spring crop 
the louse would disappear, but with the fall 
crop the Insect has again made its’ appear- 
ance on the place of Mr. Pearson, and many 
of the farmers are cast down by the out- 
look. From the return of the pest with the 
fall crop, at the blossom time, as with the 
first crop, it Is thought-that spring will see 
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Mr. Pearson is a packer in Baltimore, and,

Then began a siege on the Vatican. Let- 
ters in French and Italian were followed 
every day. sometimes twice a day, by per- 
sonal visits, and finally, after being in 
Rome eighteen days, their perseverance 
was rewarded by the receipt, on Oct, 10, of 
cards notifying them to appear that day at 
11:30 o’clock, and telling them to dress in 
black, with veils. 

Miss Mary Maloney sard to the corre- 
spondent of the Sunday. Post-Dispatch: 

“As every Cardinal stands a chance of 
becoming Pope, the people look with awe 
on them and were amazed at our convers- 
ing freely with them. We were there to 
see the Holy Father, and we kept this 
purpose In view. The courier who brought 
vhe cards took back our visiting cards and 
we drove over to the Vatican. Ascending 
the first fight of marble steps to the Vati- 
can, we were halted by the Swiss guards. 

“After examining our cards they passed 
us up another flight of broad marble steps, 
where we met another set of Swiss guards. 
They in turn passed us on, and another 
doven or so guards escorted us Into a salon. 

‘This is a room 150 feet long, named the 
Sala Clementina, because it was decorated 
during the reign of Pope Clement VI. The 
room wag filled with chamberlains in tight- 
fitting knickerbockers, silk stockings, slip- 
pers with big silver buckles, etc., and there 
were many guards scattéred about. 

“We were in a-tremor of excitement 
watching all the big doors waiting for the 
Holy Father to appear. Preeently folding 


Pdoors were opened and a throne about 


four feet high was brought in. Then one 
of the Cardinals came in ‘carrying a silk 
cap belonging to the Pope and passed it 
around for irspection. I forgot to mention 
that when in the salon we found a party 
of Sicillans who had made a special pil- 
urimage. 

“Then a set of folding doors opened, and 
there was a shout of ‘Evviva!’ from the Si- 
cliangs-and others. 

“When we saw the Holy Father we felt 
that this’ did not fit the case, and we gave 
vent to our enthusiasm in a/nearty Ameri- 
can ‘Hurrah! It was heard all over the 
room and was met with smiles of approval. 
I was sorry I had not brought with me 
an American flag, as 1 wanted to wave one. 

‘**‘Leo was clad in white except for a little 
red cape. On his head was a white cap 
from the edges of which showed his thin 
white hair. The face was like alabaster. 
His eyes had the luminosity of a light, but 
were piercing black. They were smiling 
and full of life and locked like black moons, 
Around his neck was a heavy gold chain 
from which hung a diamond cross about 
eight inches long. I have seen many dia 
monds, but nothing liks the stones in that 
croes. On one cf his fingers he wore the 
famous ‘Fisherman's Ring,’ handed down 
from the time of St. Peter. It is a Dig 
square emerald surrounded by the rarest 
diamonds. 

“The eight guards who carried the Holy 
Father in his sedan chair placed the latter 
on the throne. Upon the left, in the place 
of honor, was his nephew, whose @arriage 
led to the impression that he hed been 
trained by the Apollo Belvidere. He was 
clad in purple and his crown was shaven, 
\showing that he had recetyed holy orders. 
He and the other men there, especiaily the 
5 guards. were about the handsomest men 
I ever saw. 

“One of the Cardinals made an address 
to the Holy Father, presenting the pilgrims 
from Sicily. The Pope replied in @ speech 
of from 15 to ® minutes, 

“Three times during the address he arose . 
and looked down on the people kneq@iing 
about him. He stood erect like a youth, 
and with his sparkling eyes made an im- 
pressive figure. He spoke about the fidel- 
ity of the people to the church and ended 
the address with the pontifical blessing. 
He sang It sweet, clear and loud in resonant 
chest tones.

R George's BPpiscopal Church has un-

is “The Man With the Hoe,” by W. H. 
Markham, who has been hailed as the 
poetic champion of the laboring man, the 
prophet of the masses. 

Dr. Holland takes issue with the poet. 
He believes Markham is not a savior, but 
an anti-Christ, who would lead the man 
with the hoe, who typifies labor, through 
communism and ruin and destruction. The 
preacher will answer the poet. He has al- 
ready preached one of the series and eight 
more of them are to follow, one each Sun- 

day morning, and ending Jan. 14.

The ages of labor 

THE EMPTINESS have not: been and

bor and_ individual 
ownership is the ba- 
sis of all civilization. It is the hoe, and 
the ability and inclination to work with it, 
that distinguishes the man of to-day from 
the savage. 

the hoe is not the man 
painted by Millet and sung by Markham, 
but the self-reliant laborer, who makes 
possible all that is above him and tram- 
ples upon all that is below him. Mark- 
ham is a communist, a man who believes 
that all men should share-all things; who 
would deny the right of individual owner- 
ship. But is the individual ownership 
of the hoe that makes the man who uses 
it powerful in the uplifting of the world. 
The man in the picture and the poem is 
the man as the doctrinaire, the agitator 
and the communist would have us see him. 
The idiot who digs in barren ground is not 
a type of labor. The doctrinaires would 
drag all thatches above them downward 
instead of lifting what is below them up- 
ward. The world has a right to advance. 
The laborer has a right to advance with it. 
If he does not advance his is the fault. But 
for the civilization above him he would 
sink back as far below his present con- 
dition as the highest is above him. With- 
out his individual ownership of the hoe 
he would be etill @ savage roaming the 
woods in search of prey, being hunted in 
turn by wild beasts and other savages. He 
would be a beast, a cannibal. 


The man with the hoe has been taught 
by those who mean no good to him to look 
upward in envy at those who are above 
rather than look down toward those below 
him. If he will but try to increase the 
distance between himself and the depths 
he will of necessity approach closer to the 
heights. It is a specious argument to say 
that all men are equal. They are not any 
more than they all have the same features 
and the same figures. Communism began 
and ended in the savage tribe. 

Property and the 
PROPERTY AND right to possess it is 
PROGRESS. the corner stone of 


civilization. Without 
NOV. 26. this right there would 
be no incentive for 
individual] effort, no competition of brain 
and hands, no trade, no government, no 
society. Without it mankind would sink 
below the level of Markham's man to the 
depths of savagery. If labor makes prop- 
erty it is no less true that property makes 
labor. But there can be no munism of 
braon or of talents. Some must rise

above the level of others. The doctrinaire 
admits this when he presumes to tell the 
millions what he, the one would do did 
he control the world. The man with the 
hoe must work with his hands. If he pulls 
himself from the depths and moves on up- 
ward with the march of civilization there 
is nothing to hinder his advancement. He 
can not do this if he stands still and shakes 
his fist at those who are passing him on 
the road. 

If he shows that he can work with his 
brain instead of his hands he will not want 
an opportunity. 

Why should my foot complain that it is 
ill-treated, that it has to carry the weight of 
my legs, my trunk, my arms and above all 
the hateful weight of my head. For after 
all, is not my foot the lightest and least bur- 
dened of my ‘bodily members. Does it not 
rest when my brain is working? Does it 
not sleep when members above it are toil- 
ing. Is not the strength of my legs and 
body devoted to the lifting up of my foot? 
And ts it not my hated head that directs 
the uplifting? This applies to the man with 
the hoe in his relation to society. It is 
property .that makes the laborer’s efforts 
profitable. The property right is his as 
well as the rich man’s. Take away ail 
property and the rich would have no mil- 
lions, néither .would the man have a hoe. 

It is the property right that underlies all 
achievement {fn the world. Whatever the 
end of such achievement may be, society 
benefited. An Edison uses his brain to in- 
vent the eléctric light. He may have no 
object beyond. getting. money, property. 
That motive does not interfere in the slight- 
est with the benefit ~his invention does to 
the world. No property, no ambition. No 
ambition, no progress.

THE NATURAL burden of the loosing 
MAN. of the jaw and the 
Slanting of the brow on 
DEC. 3. civilization. But it 
Was not civilized so- 
ciety that made the poet's hoeman what he 
is. It was his own lust, his brutish In- 
stinct that made him a hrother to the ox. 
The man with the,hoe, the man who toils, 
must learn that to mount to the heights he 
must curb his passion. He cannot be a 
beast and a man at the same time. If he 
makes of himself an animal no painter's 
brush or poet’s song can lift him above 
himself. 

A curse of to- day is the begetting of 
children in lust. The bringing into the 
world of more mouths to feed when the 
begetter is struggling to feed his own. It 
is almost as bad in wedlock as out of it. 
It is the crime of the age. Let the doc- 
trinaire preach this-doctrine to this brother 
man. Let him,teach the man with the hoe 
to curb his brutish instincts and then there 
wiil be no looseness in the jaw; no slant to 
the brow. “The natural man is a sophis- 
try. The savage was a natural man and in 
just so far as he was natural he was a 
beast. If the rich grow richer, the poor 
need not grow pourer on that account. But 
if the poor man increases the number of 
the poor and takes upon himself respon- 


sibilities that drag him back, why should 
he call out from this hog wallow at the 
roadside and say there is not enough in the 
world to go round. If he places the burden 

on himself, who but he shall bear it?

he hears in passing need not worry him. 
Had the other man not stopped to wallow 
he might have been abreast of the ideal 
man to-day. 

When the ideal man gives life to a human 
being he knows the place in the world that 
child is destined for or knows at least that 
he will so equip the child that it will strug- 
gle not tn vain for a living. The ideal man 
is the man that rules the world. Such men 
and not kings or emperors are the real 
masters of civilization. 

The ideal man gets money not for the 
sake of money but for the good it will do 
the world, for whenever money is used 
with brains behind it its effect on the civili- 


zation of the world is uplifting. If the 
man with the hoe will but imitate instead 
of revile those above him he too may ap- 
proach ideality. The time is far away 
when he will reach it for the “weight of 
centuries” is upon him.

Is the march. of civ-

wheeb of labor? His labor is his glorifit«a- 
tion. If he has done the best he knows 
with hig hands he has paid his debt to so- 
clety. But ‘tf he has fallen away from 
the main road of progress, if he has fali.ea 
to read aright the signs of the times the 
fault is his. If it is right to hire the best 
man for a given poeition, it'is also right 
to use a machine if that machine is better 
than the best man. Here the greatest good 
to the greatest number is the rule to foi- 
low. The crowding out of men to make 
way for macninery is a misfortune to some 
individuals. It ts a boon to civilization.

When the 
machine supplants the man the man must 
learn to run the machine, or tratn his brain 
to invent other machines. He must be up 
with the times or behind them. Is the 
world worse off or better off for the fact 
that the stage coach has been superseded 
by the locomotive and the electric car? 
Yet in the transition individual stage driv- 
ers were thrown out of thelr pos'ttions. We 


cannot judge the future by the present. 
The world goes ever forward Personal 
sacrifice ia the price of progrese. 


O masters, lords and rulers in al! lands 
Is this the handiwork you give to God? 

It is an old fallacy 
of the doctrinaires to 
Diame the faulis of 
individuals upon ‘the 
government, upon the

no government there would be no faults. 
Government Is the greatest bugaboo of the 
so-called social reformer. It is the target 
of the revolutionist. The spirit and the 
lettter of these lines of Markham are 
anarchistic. Governments, like all things 
else, have been progressing all through 
the ages. To-day the handiwork that gov- 
ernments give to God is not the idiot who 
wields the hoe without purpose or in- 
telligence, but the progress towards civ- 
ilization of all who seek their protection 
The uplifting of the man with brains, the 
suppression of the idiot.

enly bodies. Astrophysics is the study of 
the heavenly bodies, the sun, moon and 
| stars, with reference to their nature and 
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so that man himself and all his works, In @ 
physical sense, are strictly its product. 
While it is known in some cases to what 
causes these effects are traced, In the great- 
er number we are still ignorant. but In ali 
cases we know that a something we call 
‘energy’ comes across .the void of space 
from the sun to the earth in the sun's rays, 
and, falling upon us, affects our senses in 
various ways. 

“When it falls upon our bodies it pro 
duces a sensation of warmth. When it falls 
upon our eyes it produces a sensation that 
we call ‘light.’ When it falis upon our skin 
it produces also an effect different from 
either—for instance, it tans the cheek, by — 
what we call chemical action. But these 
three different effects are caused by the 
same thing—solar energy. When it falls 
upon the ocean it draws the water up into 
the sky to drop subsequently to the earth 
as rain. When it falls upon the land it 
rears everything, from the blade of grass 
to the tree; and so through all animate 
and a large part of inanimate nature we 
find everything on the earth to come to Us 
in this sunbeam, whose study gradually 
leads to the conclusion of not merely intere

At the present time 8 
per cent of the carriers belong to the first 
class, and receive $1000 compensation, while 
the remainder are second-class and receive 
but $850. It is argued by the association 
that as long as the latter do the same work 
often over the same route, working the 
same number of hours, etc., that his pay 
should be as large as the first-class man. 
A tenure of office law is also beinug urged, 
the carriers holding that they should be 
permitted to hold their positions as long as 
they faithfully perform their duties. The 
present civil service laws are objectionable 
in some features, and various modifica- 
tions are proposed which will be of benefit

Another question widely discussed is the 
stipend of substatute carriers. They are 
paid at the rate of but $600 per year when 
fortunate enough to work a day or a week 
for a regular carrier. His apprenticeship 
averages three years. As eight per cent of 
the force is off duty at one time with sub- 
stitutes on duty, it can be readily seen that 
Uncle Sam saves a large sum each year 
through the vacations of the regular force.

The most important of its investigations 
have been pursued through examinations 
of the solar spectrum and analytical ex- 
aminations of cur atmosphere and that of 
the sun. 

When the wise men speak of the solar 
spectrum they mean the rainbow. colors 
which in combination form white light and 
which are separated by refraction through 
a prism. Does that make it any plainer? 
Well, anyway, these examinations have util- 
itarian value because our atmosphere is a 
sort of a vast prism. It modifies the mani- 
fold effects of .the sunshine passing 
through it and changes the operation of 
the heat radiating outwardly from the 
éarth. 

If you don’t know what that means it 
will be made plain by an experiment. It 
was performed the other day by Prof. C. 
G. Abbott, the assistant In charge of the 
observatory. He took an ordinary wooden 
box and placed it inside a larger wooden 
box, with a layer of feathers between, to 
prevent the conduction of heat from the 
sides of the inner one. Inside this he put 
a.sheet of blackened copper, to prevent 
vaste of heat by reflection from the inside, 
and iaid upon it a therw.ometer, face up- 
ward. Over the top of the box he laid a 
pane of plate glass, as to admit the 
sunshine but prevent the passage of air 
currents in or out. This box he expose 
under the perpendicular rays of the sun.

Away back in 1837 Sir John Herschel per- 
formed an experiment somewhat on this 
wise, which got his name fn the papers. He 
was at the Cape of Good Hope then. One 
day he cooked a dinner of eggs, stewed 
meat and vegetables in this way. The ex- 
planation he gave was that “the heat com- 
municated from the sun was confined and 
prevented from escape and so was forced 
to accumulate.” 

He made a good guess as far as he went, 
but it seems he did not understand the 
cause as it is understood at the Astro- 
physics Observatory. 

The point in this experiment is that the 
box represents mother earth in miniature, 
our atmosphere, charged with various gases 
and vapors, acting as the giass plate does 
to admit the sun's heat rays and to prevent 
the radiation of the earth's heat rays back 
into space. 

The rays of the sun are known now to 
have three distinct qualities—light-making, 
heat-making and actinic, or chemical-act- 
ing. The chemical sun rays in passing 
through our atmosphere obey certain laws 
peculiar to themselves. In Northern lands, 
where vegetation is known to be specially 
susceptible to the power of the chemical 
rays, growth proceeds more rapidly than in 
temperate regions, despite the fainter light 
and the lower temperature. Prof. Duclaux 
of the Agricultural University of France, 
by interesting experiments at Paris, on 
Mount Dore and at Helsingfors, demon- 
strated recently that the chemical effects of 
isunshine are independent of its heat ef- 
fects. 

There is in France a peculiar experiment 
statlon—the Station of Agricultural Cli- 
matology, presided ovey by Camille Flam- 
marion,’ the noted astronomer and writer, 
its object being to determine experimental- 
ly the effect of sunbeams upon vegetable 
life. Singular results were obta'ned lately. 
Four sensitive plants were placed, one 
under blue grass, one under green, one 
under plain clear glass, and one under a 
red pane, and the growth of each observed 
carefully for 122 days, from June 13 to Oc. 
tober 12. At the end of that time the 
plant under red glass attained a height of 
20 inches, the one under the colorless glass 
nearly 10 inches, the one under green four 
inches, and the one under blue only three- 
quarters of a inch. From th:s it appears 
that, whatever in the composition of our 
atmosphere causes the sun's rays to tinge 
more toward the red end of the spectrum.

“Sir Isaac Newton, letting these rays 
pass through a prism, discriminated be- 
tween them, pointing out that they were 
composed of different colors, but he did not 
know that there was anything in them be- 
yond what the eye could see, Nearly one 
hundred years later, in the first year of the 
present century, it occurred to Sir Willlam 
Herschel to move a thermometer in the 
spectrum formed by a prism, and notice 
the heat in the different rays. He found 
little heat in the blue, more in the green, 
and more still in the red, where to the eye 
the spectrum appears to end. Carrying the 
thermometer further, entirely outside and 
beyond the visible spectrum at ite red end, 
he found that the instrument)! rose atill 
more, showing that there waa something 
there invisible to the eye. 

“It was recognized later that the heat in 
thie invisible region was greater than all 
the heat in the region that could be seen; 
but beyond this littl was knowm except 
that this heat was of different Kinds, and 
possessed of different properties, in the 
Same way that light is possessed of differ- 
ent color. There was not much Investiga- 
tion of the matter, from the lack of any 
thermometer delicate enough to appreciate 
the heat in small portions and capable of 
being placed with such precision as to dis- 
criminate the positions of these portions 
one from another. Since the beginning of 
this century there has been made visible to 
the eye in the Newtonian spectrum certain 
sharply-definer black lines, called, from 
their discoverer, Fraunhofer lines, and 
which we now know are caused by selective 
absorption in the atmospheres of the sun 
and of the earth jointly. Some of these are 
due to our atmosphere alone, and come and 
go with different sitstes of the weather, 
affording a direct means of predicting the 
approach of rain. 

That was the situation until Prof. Lang- 
ley entered the fleld. The great lack was 
an instrument for measuring Infinitesimal 
variations in the degree of heat or energy 
fn the different parts of the Invisible spec- 
trum. Prof. Langley supplied this lack by 
inventing such an instrument. He. calls 
it a bolometer. ' 

The bolometer consists of a delicately 
constructed tape of platinum a third of an 
inch long, made by Prof. Abbott, but af- 
rower and far thinner than a humap hatr, 
through which an electric current is kept 
passing eonsiantly from a galvanometer in 
distant connection with it. The slightest 
change in the heat that falla Gpon this 
tape affects the galvanometer # that the 
tape may be called an eye that s@es heat 
in the dark.

The device which he finally perfected is 
simple enough, but the mechanism is com- 
plicated.

Morath. “It can be hitched to a harrow, 
a seeding machine, a cultivator, a roller, a 
harvesting machine or almost any farming 
implement used in the field. 

“Since the pulling power dves not depend 
upon the weight of the machine, as in the 
cage of a traction engine, the automobiie 
plow can be built so small as to be of use 
for truck or garden farming. For the same 
reason it can be made big enough for use 
in a field where thousands of acres are to 
be ploughed.

Physician, Formerly of Cairo, 
Has a Secret Well Which 
He Says Enables Him 
to Defy Age.

NPW YORK, Nov. ZA. 
Specia! Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
R. CHARLES SMITH, who was born 
near Cairo, Ill., and for 5} years was 
a physician in practice In New York, 
has found in New Jersey a fountain of eter- 
mal youth. At the age of 123 years he looks 
like a man of 69 

He drinks nothing but his secret water of 
Hife, and he has just married a wife one- 
third his own are. He smokes cigarettes. 

“T seldom taik of my age,’ said Dr. 
Smith. “People are so sceptical. In Persia 
Hoth men and women often live for 200 
wears; it can be done right here in New 
Jersey, if you will employ the means which 
the Persees do. Bathe,in the elixir of life, 
end drink It, and a man’s life can be pro- 
longed indefinitely.” 

Dr. Smith ts an American 
mear Cairo, I!)., on Sept 1776, and Is 
just as old as the United States. His fam- 
fly was German, and to the home country 
he was taken before the close of the Revolu- 
tion. In 1822 he took the degree of doctor 
of medicine in the Jens University, and with 
his sheepskin as his chief introduction he 
Went to Persia, where for nearly ten years 
he studied advanced medical seience as the 
Orientals understand it. 

“There was a fascination to me,”’ said Dr, 
Smith, “in the historical records of Rath- 
finow, the professor of medic:ne, who at- 
tained the age of 534 Vears, retaining his 
faculties until his death.

“S.nce Aguinaldo’s peace commissioners 
arrived they have been given the liberty 
of the city. The first visit was paid to 
the prisoners in the hospitals.

They dis- 
tributed money among them and spoke to 
most of them kindly as to their condition. 
The prisoners: expressed themselves in 
words of praise for the American author-

‘‘During their stay here they have been 
entertained with every courtesy consistent 
with conditions. 

“For the last two days an anxious throng 
of natives, numbering from 300 to 1000, kept 
constant vigil on the plaza in front of the 
Hotel de Oriente, for the opporturity of 
getting a glimpse of the insurgent offi- 
cers. When they appeared to take the car- 
riage up the street the crowd was with 
difficulty kept back to make room for the 
carriage to pass. The police had some dif- 
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ficulty in clearing the way for tre carriage 
to pass. Many threw themselves into the 
carriage of the General to press his hand. 
A ringing cheer was taken up by the 
crowd, and with waving of hats the ¢com- 
missioner proceeded on the way to the pal- 
ace. 

‘‘When the peace commissioners arrived 
in "Manila, Saturday night, and accompany- 
ing their arrival a bunch of Amerivan pris- 
oners, it did not take long for the news 
to spread among the Filipinos ar Manila 
that overtures for peace were to be made. 
The news was received with much rejoic- 
ing and with the enthusiasm that charac- 
terizes the native when somethiltig pleases 
him, and he forwith started to celebrate.

THINK that there are more happy marriages nowadays than in 

| the olden time, for women consider longer before entering the 
marriage state. And the reason of this is potent—many women are 
now self-supporting and do not marry men for a home and money, 

as in former times, but solely and entirely for companionship and con- 

eniality. 

. "it iin mothers of to-day would, without exception, bring up and 

educate their daughters exactly as they do their sons—to support 

themse!ves, and have some one thing which they can do and do well— 

there would be even more happy marriages than there are. : 

When I see a mother and four big, strong, healthy daughters all 
hanging and depending upon one poor, weak, nervous man, who tous 
early and late to keep them in clothes and candy, I feel like asking 
the wan father what he thinks about self-supporting women now!

Most certainly, and better than many women who are supposed to be 
domestic, but who are in reality gadding about attending to social 
duties, afternoon teas, receptions, etc., a good part of their time, giving 
the entire charge of their children and home over to the servants and 
having no system about anything. 

My own physician is a woman, and she is married to a physician. 
They lead an ideal life. She herself earns about $3000 or $4000 a year, 

‘and in all cases where either the husband or wife wishes a consulta- 
dion the other is called in to consult, and they work together in. every 
wuy. 

This lady has three children, who are beautifully trained and well- 
behaved, and every morning immediately after breakfast she devotes 
an hour to her marketing, and her hcuse runs like clockwork, for she 
is able to pay competent servants to do the menial work for which she 
is unfitted. 

Why should a man went a woman to devote her life to the wash- 
tub or the dishpan just because they are domestic duties? Some men 
are only fitted to be office clerks, while others aspire to and reach a 
far higher plane of endeavor. Just so with women. 

The marriage problem will be solved, once and forever, when every 
woman is educated to self-support—and not before. 

The modern apartment house, with its convenient methods of house- 
keeping: the kindergarten, where young children are taught and enter- 
tained at the same time much better than they would be at home—all 
show the tendency of the century to allow the mother—the mainspring 
of the household—to assume professional and other employment if she 
wishes.

N SOME respects the standard of public morality has undoubtedly 
| risen in modern times, but it is by no means certain that in in- 
ternational politics this is the case. A true history of the wars of 
the last half of the nineteenth century may well lead us to doubt 
it. Recent disclosures have shown us that in the most terrible of them 
—the Franco-German war of 1870—the blame must be much more equally 
divided than we had been accustomed to believe. Very few massacres 
in history have been more gigantic or more cléarly traced to the ac- 
tion of a government than those perpetrated by Turkish soldiers in 
our generation, and few signs of the low level of public feeling in 
Christendom afe more impressive than the general indifference with 
which these massacres were contemplated in most countries. It was 
nade evident that a power which retains its military strength, and 
which is therefore sought as an ally and feared as an enemy, may do 
things with impunity, and even with very little censure, which in the 
case of 4 weak nation would produce a swift retribution. Among the 
minor episodes of nineteenth century history the historian wil] not 
forget how, soon after the savage Armenian massacres, the sovereign 
of one of the greatest and most civilized of Christian nations. hastened 
to Constantinople to clasp the hand which was so deeply dyed with 
Christian blood, and then, having, as he thought, sufficiently strength- 
ened his popularity and influence In that quarter, proceeded to the 
Mount of Olives, where, amid scenes that are consecrated by the most 
sacred of all memories and most fitted to humble the pride of power 
and dispel the dreams of ambition, he proclaimed himself with melo- 
dramatic plety the champion and the patron of the Christian faith! 
How many instances moey be culled from very modern history of the 
deliberate falsehood of'statesmen; «cf distinct treaty engagements and 
obligations simply set aside because they were inconvenient to one 
power and could be repudiated with impunity; of weak nations an- 
nexed or plundered without a sembiance of real provocation! The 
Bafety of the weak in the presence of the strong is the best test of in- 
ternational morality. Can it be said that if measured by this test the 
Public morality of our.time ranks very high? No one can fail to notice 
With what levity theccauses of war with barbarous or semi-civilized

Of course, I am not pressing the paradox 
that barbarism is superior to civilization. We are undoubtedly rising 
to something better than the quiet monotony of a South Sea village, 
but in that future we must combine the advantages of our intellectual 
supremacy with those of their primitive simplicity and health of mind, 
body; and conscience. We cannot decently settle down to the conviction 
that the detective ana electrocutioner are permanent acquisitions of 
the human race, and not rather the disgusting symptoms of a passing 
disease. 

That the accumulation of private property has played an important 
part in the advance of the civilized nations, no one can deny, but it 
has also produced the evils of excessive riches and poverty, and 
through the extremes of luxury and deprivation it has promoted ill- 
health. The accumulations had to be guarded by force, and from this 
fact have arisen all our prisons and correctional institutions, and, 
furthermore, the absurd belief that a man should enforce his own ideas 
of philosophy and conduct upon others by violence, and that human 
beings cannot live together without an elaborate system of penalties 
and penal officers. The Feejee village gives the lie to this last propo- 
sition, and I am wild enough to think that Amercians are as Amenatte 
to reason as the savages of the Pacific. Can we not preserve the 
blessings of our civilization and at the same time win back the bless- 
in.gs of barbarism? 

‘I am not suggesting any revolutionary proceeding, but simply @ 
new ideal, which may quietly transform our world—the ideal of civili- 
zation without a policeman. With this object in view, we may each 
make an individual beginning by refusing any longer to regard prop- 


/ erty us the chief end of man and to consider force as the best means 


of persuading him. If we only succeed in making coercion unfash- 
jonable, we may be able to do away with it and all its ugly penal ac- 
cessories, as we have already done with the duel, the rack and the 
faggot. Let us set our faces toward the new ideal by loving our neigh- 
bere and minding our own business.

of the social crisis does not demand the heroic treatment of ab- 

sclute and unvarying prohibition of divorce. To those who say 

this is being wiser than that which is written it is enough to 
reply that the question turns upon what really is written, and upon 
what is meant by that which is written. It will not do in our day of 
the knowledge of manuscripts and their variation, the knowledge 6f 
the quotations of Scripture by the earliest authors and the knowledge 
of the varying views of high authorities as to the authenticity, and 
consequently the authority, of the words of the nineteenth chapter of 
St. Mathew—it will not do to assert as though it were absolutely cer- 
tain «nd universally conceded that our Lord did not prohibit, much 
less that our Lord permitted, the remarriage of an innocent husovand. 
Even if it were true the two facts, pressed home so constantly by 
prominent instances, invalidate the obiigation of the words. Because, 
first, the innocent party is hard to find; and secondly, because divorces 
are perpetually secured by a collusion which makes both parties sin- 
ners, 

No cne can doubt that the frequercy and facility of divorce is due 
largely to the thoughlessness with which the engagement to marry is 
entered mto. And no one can say how often that is due, consciously 
or unconsciously, to the feeling that if a mistake has been made it 
can be ‘rectified by some of the innumerable resorts to an appeal for 
separation. Our office is called the form of solemnization of mat- 
rirony. It needs to be solemnized in the sense of being made solemn. 
There are no words in it that jar upon the ear more sharply than 
those words “‘advisedly, reverently and soberly’ as one contrasts them 
with the mere merriment and childish by-play and frivolity of the 
modern conventions of suciety—the excesses and excitements and ex- 
tra\angance that immediately precede and are the chief preparations 
for the sacred service; the crowds of irreverent spectators, profaning 
the house of God with their display of clothes, their idle gossip, their 
careless curiosity; and the rude violenge which exposes to conspicuous 
nutoriety the man and the woman at the moment when they have 
the right to privacy and peace. We are free from the foreign abomina- 
tion of the “marriage de convenance.’’ The marriage of commerce 
hase found its place among us, by which a woman is sold, soul and 
body. to a fortune or a title, and the man buys the heart of the 
woman, to break it or to find none there. 

I make my appeal especially to the young people of to-day to bhe- 
ware of this other marriage of carelessness and childishness, of thought- 
‘lessness and frivolity. It is high time that good taste and modesty 
and simplicity asserted themselves; high time to consider the force of 
there words, “reverently, discreetly advisedly, soberly and in the Year 
of God.’ I have no doubt that we ought to go as far back as this, 
and even further, in our attempt to restore marriage to its rightful 
pesition. And while I dread the idea of the attempt to provide one 
marriage law for all the States, lest in the effert to lift the lowest 
we lower the highest standards of the civil law, I am very thankful 
for the recommendations of the National Commissioners on Uniform 
Laws in certain of their details: requiring a residence in good faith 
for one year; allowing no divorce for any cause previous to residence, 
unless it be a cause in the State whence the petitioner comes; nor 
for cause arising in the State without two years’ delay; the divorce to 
be granted only on trial in open session, and the decree to be inopera- 
tive for six months if the defendant fail to appear. The defect, which 
is exactly the danger of any uniform law, is the suggestion to allow rv- 
marriage to either party: and the addition to the one cause possibly 
permissible of four other causes. The publishing of banns, the re- 
quirement of witnesses knowing the parties and known to the clergy- 
man. the consent of parents, publicity of the ceremony—all these are 
helpfui. It is of course inevitable that the State will take a lower 
stard than the church.

Mr. Edison is a very rich man, 
but he has earned his money, and has probably given to the world 
$10 where he has earned $1. Commodore Vanderbilt acquired a very 
farce furtune, but in acquiring it he reduced the price of a barrel of 
four and a loaf of bread in New York 50 per cent. 

Commodore Vanderbilt rendered the community a good service in 
return for the fortune it allowed him to accumulate, but young Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, a very nice young Man, just out of college, has 
neve r done anything tn particular, and is never likely to do anything 
in particular, to justify his claim to a fortune of $100,000,000. The 
presciit unlimited right of inheritance allows fortunes to accumulate in 
families generation after generation, until they are likely to reach 
proportions beyond all reason and perilous to the community. 

If the State should limit the amount which a person dying may 
trarsmit by will or by inheritance to, say, $10,000,000, it would pre- 
yent the accumulation of these great fortunes generation after gen- 
eration, would tend to diffuse among the community, rather than 
confine to a few individuals, the benefits and blessings of modern 
civilization, and no human being would give up a natural or legal 
right. or be obliged to deprive himself or herself of any reasonable 
luxury or pleasure. 

The possession of a great fortune of itself gives great power. When 
the ureat forunes are limited to the people’ who have the ability to 
acavire them we may be sure that that power is exercised by great— 
if not by good—men; but when a fortune of $100,000.000 is inherited we 
have ne assurance as ty the character or capacity of the individual 
will exercise the tremendous power which a $100,000,000 fortune 
gives to @ man. Not all the inheritors of $100,000,000 fortunes will have 
the sweetness of disposition and the amilability of character which 
seem to characterize young Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt.

I am very far indedsfram being a Socialist. I am very strongly 
opposed to the nationaligatién of property. I do not believe that the 
Edward Bellamy republic—begutiful as it is on paper—would in practice 
be a decent place to live in. “I think the world has reached its present 
state of civilization by %the:.operation of the present economic laws 
and inGustrial system. I know of no motive which is so sure to induce 
a man.to work through the day as.to assure him that he will receive 
the $1 or the $10 he earns by his day's labor at the day’s end. The 
industrial survival of the, fittest is_ perhaps a harsh system, but I am 
not prepared to say that; wfth the ameliorations we are now able to 
mal.e, it is not a necessary system. I know very well that if I had 
been sure of a bed of rdses.every night I would have been a much 
less useful citizen during the day.

The bad woman is different. She interests us powerfully, because 
Wwe ale unaccustomed io her. We look upon the good woman as we 
might on a well-learned lesson, or on the sun, or upon our sisters. 

But the bad woman is something novel. I do not mean to say that 
bad_women are so few in daily life, but we do not always know that 
they are bad. 

The bad woman has worn a mask for many centuries, which has 
concealed her good qualities as well as her evil ones. In removing this 
mask the modern drama has done the world a double service. It has 
shown her critics that the bad woman is not all bad, and it has shown 
her possible imitators that the life they have contemplated is one of 
misery. 

Under the glare of the stage lights the bad woman is shown as she 
really is, as her critics de not know her, as her daily associates do not 
hnow her, as no one on this earth knows her except her God and her- 
self, and perhaps, in a Jifetime, one sympathetic friend—or two. I say 
tha: this is an impressive spectacle—one not to be lightly cried down, 
but to be considered and remembered and discussed, as one of the most 
pitiful conditions which confront the world to-day. 

We learn from it, perhaps, that the bad woman was born bad; that 
her childhood was one which stifled every good impulse in her; that 
ste never could have been good, and yet in that woman's Jife comes a 
dav when she would give her heart's blood—when she would go down 
mto hell, if-by so doing she could gain the right for even one day to 
cail herself pure. 

What a spectacle, what a sublime warning, what a mountdinous 
exampie is seen there! How vast and terrible it is beside the simple 
sermon of a good life! I myself have seen lost women leave the the- 
ater after an hour of Camille or Zazi with every atom of their better 
nature in revolt againsc the life they led. Perhaps the impulse passed. 
Perhaps their environment was too strong, and they fell back once 
more into the old life. But I say that if only for a day, an hour, nay, 
a moment, the modern drama brings pure emotions to those worn 
hearts. it has not been in vain, and if it so deeply affects such as they, 
how much more powerful must be its influence upon better women who, 
rerhaps at the moment, are struggling against the temptation to do 
wrong.

Shere is where the bad woman of the modern drama exercises her 
influence for good, and the good woman herself possesses no- power 
which will even compare with it.

the rapt admiration of generations of pic- 
ture-lovers has been misplaced. 

(for this famous picture has been for a 
@®entury and a half the crowning glory of 
the Dresden gallery, an object of pilgrim- 
age from all the world, the delight and the 
Gespair of artists, an inapiration to the de- 
wout—the most familiar, the most copied 
picture in the world. 

Now comes a learned man, a student of 
ert, a historian, a delver into old rec- 
ords, an acknowledged authority on 
paintings and all that relates to them, 
with the assertion that the Madonna of 
the Dresden gallery is not Raphael's work, 
Hut a clever copy of the picture the great 
master painted for the tomb of Pope Six- 
tus II. 

Jelinek is the name of this scholarly 
fconoclast—Dr, Ludwig Jelinek. Hie name 
commands respect among those who follow 
the fine arts. Being a man of deep re- 
Search, it is not his wont to speak idle 
words. 

He has set the artistic world by the ears; 
but no one imagines that he has done so 
for the pleasure of raising a hubbub. For 
this reason the hubbub is greater than it 
would be if Dr. Jelinek were known as 
man of rash assertion, too impetuous t« 
wait for hypothes!s to crystallize into the 
ory and theory into fact. 

When word of his opinion was flashed 
from Rome to Dresden it created a 
municipal and artistic panic. It was a bolt 
aimed at the city’s chief pride and fondest 
tradition. Dr. Wormann, director of tne 
Dresden gallery, started at once for Rome 
to invesiigate the discovery of the pitiless 
a@ntiquarian. And the world of art holds 
its breath while it awaits the issue. 


THE MONK’S RECORD. 


What Dr. Jelinek did discover, or thought 
he discovered, was a chronicle by a devout 
of the Monastery of St. Sisto, at Piacensa, 
telling that the altar over the tomb of 8t 
Sixtus, in the chapel, had by sad mischanoe 
tumbled into ruin, carrying with it the pice 
ture of the Madonna, of which the canvas 
had been badly torn. 

But the point of the narrative, which was 
told in churchly Latin ard engrossed with 
the beautiful penmanship of the Middle 
Ages, was that this unlucky picture was 
spoken of by the monk as a oopy of Master 
Raffaelo's picture, not the original. 

Now, it is a matter of history that the 
picture in the Dresden Gallery was formerly 
the chief altar-piece in the church of thie 
monastery. It stayed there until 174, when 
Augustus III., Elector of Saxony and King 
of Poland, bought it from the monks for 
40,000 Roman crowns and presented it to 
the Dresden Gallery. 

In order to confirm the monk's tale and 
establish the identity of the picture, the 
painting that is the pride of Dresden was 
minutely examined for some trace. of the 
injury described in the ancient manuscript. 

To the horror of its custodians it was 
geen that the canvas had indeed been at 
oti agit torn end had been carefully 
Go far, the outlook for the authenticity of 
the famous picture looks gloomy enough. 
But against this correspondence between the 
record and the mended canvas is the well- 
defined story, dating back only to last cen- 
tury, that Augustus III., when he bought 
the picture, was so thoroughly convinced 
that he was buying a genuine Raphael! that 
he presented to the monastery, as part 
of the bargain, an o! copy of the Sistine 
Madonna, painted by Patus Nogaert. 
this copy hangs over the altar to 
Present day. 

It is argued by the adherents of Dresden 
fn this dispute that the monks of St. Sisto 
could hardly have been under the impres- 
Blon that they possessed an original Raphael 
if it were really only a copy; ‘and that re- 
ligious scruples would deter them from se!l- 
ing the picture under false pretenses. 

But Dr. Jelinek has pledged his reputa- 
tion as a scholar that the origina: Sistine 
Madonna is in Rome or Placenza; and if 
Such a picture be discovered, the artistic 
world will tremble beneath the shock of 
experts: in confilct over its Claims. 
RAPHAEL’S BEST PICTURE. 

When Raphael, in 1518, painted his Sigtine 
Madonna, he was 35 years old, and his art 
had reached its zenith. In those later 
years of his—for he died at si—he seldom 
executed a painting in detall, but would 
@llow @ canvas to be finished by his best 
puplis, under his own direction. It was 
therefore, a remarkable thing about the 
Sistine Madonna that he painted it all him- 
self, and perhaps this is an indication that 
his pride and affection and ambition were 
woven more fully into this picture than 
into his other works of the same period, 

In that case the centuries have con- 
firmed the artist’s judement, for none of 
his pictures has exerted «uch a powerful 
influence cn ‘mankind as this—a statement 
Which will be none the less true even if 
8t be proved that the Dresden Gallery can- 
Vas is not the original. 

“In this work,’ sald Clement. “the won- 
Gerful genius of Raphael ts most d recils 
exhibited. It {s full of spirituality 
Marvelous in its sublimity, and 2 
simple arrangement co) arcely be 
ceived.

Irving’s repertoire is classic, and em- 
braces the dramas of Shakespeare with the 
romances of Tennyson. : As Becket, in 
Tennyson's play of that name, he has per- 
haps reached the pinnacle of excellence. 

The story of Irving's first appearance on 
the stage is interesting, and could be told 
by no one so well as himself.

By Sir Henry Irving. 
T was in 186, when I was in my 
nineteenth year, that I made my 
first appearance on the stage. 

T had been studying in London for two 
sears. and as 2 member of the City E!‘o- 
(ution Class had frequently recited in pub: 
Ite. In fact, I had even taken part in ‘*The 
Ifoneymoor,” an ambtious performance 
c'ven by the ciass. My whole mind was 
lent on achleving my one object in life— 
‘> bhecome a real, true actor. 

ft seemed almost too good to be true 
vhen I at Jast signed a contract with Mr. 
1. D. Davis. an old theatrical menager, 
‘ho wee fust entering tpon the manage- 
ment of the newly bu'lit Lyceum Theater 
in Sunceriand. I was about to attain the 
real’zation of my fondest dreams. 

[ started for Sunderland the week before 
the t'me for the opening of the the- 
ater, with only a tew pounds in my pock- 
‘t. In the days that ‘ntervened I was 
fled with feverish anx'‘ety lest the work- 
ingmen would 1. .t finish the theater by the 
anpointed day—Sept. 29, 185 I shail never 
forget the thrill with which I caw my name 
for the first time on a playbill! 

The first night was a firet nicht in every 
re spect. It was the first night of the 
new Lyceum Theater, it was the first t me 
R'chelleu was ever presented in Sunder- 
land, as well as my first Appearance. before 
the footl'ghts. 

The part assigned to me was Gaston, 
Puke of Orleans, and to complete the coin- 
cidence, I spoke the first words In the play 
‘‘Here’s to our enterprise.”’ 

[I perhaps spoke ft shakily. I 
any means sure that the feeling was con- 
fined to my knees. I was dim'y consciou. 
ail the time that at last the way was oper 
to me. In my mind's eve I could see just 
how ‘Mr. Irving’’ looked on the paytil'!l 
] didn’t need any program for that. 

I can truthful!y say that to no one ex 
cept myself was that an eventful occasion. 
It meant much to me, for I did not realize 
at that time how many years of strugg'e, 
of hard unceasing work, lay before me 
and the time when I would see to a certain 
extent the fulfilment of my ambition. 

“Richelleu”"’ was played on that occasion 
neither better nor worse than it has been 
played many a time since. Nothing mo- 
mentwus happened in any way. It was an 
important night to me but to no one else. 
It passed off as uneventfully as ever @ 
performance could.

than his father’s gigantic stature and an

\but denied him the prodigious moral weight 
without which the first Bismarck could not 
have been great. : 
A glance at the portraits of the two men 
suggests a comparison between a mastiff 
and a terrier. And yet Prince Herbert Bis- 
marck is a man of parts above the common, 
developed to their utmost by the training 
his father gave him. It is only in compari- 
son with the Iron Chancellor that he suf- 
fers intellectually. 


But in relation to women—that is where 


the contrast is most painful. 

The great Bismarck had a veneration for 
-the sex #0 profound that it produced in his 
intercourse with women a timidity oddly at 
variance with his supreme audacity in all 
other relations of life. 

However much may be written about his 
mad student pranks and his egregious ca- 
pacity for strong drink, it cannot be said 
that he ever figured as the hero of a shady 
love affair. 

In those days women perplexed him, ter- 
rified him. Later, when the love of one 
woman had made him sedate, he was con- 
tent with her companionship—and she was 
his wife. 

Bismarck the younger, on the contrary, 1s 
a hero of the Patchouli and in- 
trigue are to him what beer and a pipe weie 
to his father.

cinating woman is a 
amazement.to his contemporaries. He lacks 
the insinuating graces that are associated 
with the Lovelace type.

Of such, no doubt, was the unhappy Prin- 
cess of Carolath-Benthen, whose life was 
wrecked by the son of the Man of Blood 
and Iron. 

In the Berlin Salon of 1878 .there was 
one picture that attracted more admirers 
than all the reat combined. It was the 
portrait of a woman. with eyes of mid- 
night. Her superb figure was defined 
against a background of trees as she stood 
in a forest path, with a great Newfounfd- 
land dog beside her.

The catalogue was provokingly reticent. 
It told only that the portrait bad been 
painted by Richter, the son-in-law of 
Mayerbeer, and that its original was the 
“Princess of C.-B."’ 

Berlin did not soon forget that haunting 
face, with its mingling of the ethereal and 
the earthly, but on none did it produce a 
more profound effect than on the eldest son 
of the Iron Chancellor. 

Herbert Bismarck was then a mere under- 
ling of the official world, Hut where his 
passions were concerned he had enough 
audacity and determination for a priine 
minister. Inflamed by Richter's wonderful 
portrait he knew no rest until he had 
learned the identity of its subject. 

She was are Princess of Carolath-Benthen, 
who was apparently destined to blush un- 
seen in the mountains of Silesia, hemmed 
in by the old walls of her husband's castle. 
But walls’ were ro impediment to Herbert 
Bismarck. On one pretext or another he 
journeyed into Silesia, where he made the 
acquaintance of the Prince of Carolath- 
Benthen—and of his wife.

He made himself her master.

When he was not debating on free trade 
or the agrarian problem he was pouring 
over. bluebooks. In his’ brief intervais of 
relaxatfon he exhibited every token of a 
warm friendship for Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, and of gratitude for his attentions 
to the Princess. 

But there was one other personage in- 
volved in this situation~one real foree to 
be reckoned with. This was Bismarck the 
Great, who could hardly fati to know of 
his son's conduct, since all Berlin was 
whispering the story.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2%

HANKSGIVING Day marks the open- 
ea ing of the feasting season, and ev- 
erybody famillar with present con- 
ditions of city life knows what an important 
season that is. 

It is the season to develop self-indulgence 
@sanart, to make gluttony a social fetish, 
to acquire cloudy brains and strained di- 
gostion. In view of which a timely observ- 
ance of Thanksgiving would be the consid- 
eration whether feasting pays—whether 
sated greediness is a fair equivalent for 
lost health, usefulness ard seif-respect. 

Physicians are unanimous in saying no. 
Men and women who have suffered the 
penalty of too good dinners, whose wisdom 
is the fruit of experience, agree emphat- 
ically. For which reasons it {s not unlikely 
that the fashion for feasting is on the 
wane. 

Washington has learned a lesson. On 
Thanksgiving Day there will be the first ev- 
idence that a new social leaf has been 
turned. 

The laws of hospitality will be amended, 
and every member of the nation’s social and 
diplomatic circles will be the gainer. The 
round of feasts and exchange of courtesies 
will be no less constant than heretofore, 
but the dermmands upon the merry-makers 
will be less exacting. 

This does not mean that Washington is 
in future to dine on porridgé and potatoes. 
There will etill be an outward conformity 
to conventional standards, and an outsider 
would not suspect that innovations had 
been introduced. But in face of the death 
of Vice-President Hobart due to his 
amiable compliance with a too insistent 
hospitality, and of the break down of that 
most gracious and self-sacrificing of hdg¢t- 
esses, Miss Helen Long, Washington mat- 
rons have decided to relieve their burdened 
consciences. And this is the way they are 
going to do it. 

To decline an _ invitation 
hereafter be considered an 
A Cabinet officer who does not fee! 
that he can with safety dine out 
every night will decline half his invitations 
with no fear of offending his would-be host- 
¢>ses. 

Young women who are much in demand 
to grace the ‘‘afternoons" of Cabinet ladies 
will feel under no obligation to undergo 
this form of social martyrdom on every aft- 
ernoon of the week and to follow it by a 
dinner and a dance. Furthermore every 
guest at a dinner or reception will be priv- 
\ieged to leave as early as may be consist- 
ent with good manners. 

The idea that it is good form to accept 
something at least from every course at a 
dinner will be done away with. Finally 
every member of Washington society, man 
or woman, will act an the theory that 
health is more tmportant than good dinners, 
more important even than popularity. 

\ year ago such a regime would have 
been condemned as selfish and unsocia). 
ltut in the meantime Washingtonians have 
reen the unwisdom of excessive good na- 
ture, 

“I am afraid I shall have to deny myself 
the p-easure this time.”’ the Vice-President 
would say emiling. “I have dinner engage- 
ments the first five nights of the week and 
1 shall be really incapacitated on Friday.” 

“But, dear Mr. Hobart!’ Friday's hostess 
would plead. “I am literally dependent on 
you. I cannot give a dinner without you. 
ray don't fail me." 

Too courteous to persist in his refusal, 
the Vice-President would acquies.se. six 
months later his doctors were obliged to 
announce—"Mr, Hobart is dying.’ 

Miss Helen Long was equally obliging. A 
vast share of entertaining fell to the lot 
of the Secrétary of the Navy. But the bur- 
den of such social responsibility always faus 
upon & woman, Who in this case was Mr. 
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was not receltving in her father’s house she 
was almost eure to be a guest somewhere 
else.

Experimenting, Has 


Erected,a $125,000 


Plant to Reduce Soft Coal to Salable 
Gas, and Will Consume 
Pittsburg’s Smoke. 


EORGE WPRSTINGHOUSE,- the 

(; Pittsburg inventor, has solved the 

problem of reducing soft coal to a 

falable gas, and will thereby be able to 

give that town the benefit of a clear, clean 

atmosphere and divest it of its long stand- 
ing title, “‘The Smoky City.” 

The best information is that Mr. West- 
inghouse has discovered a formula and sub- 
jected it to practical tests on a small scale, 
and that these tests have been sufficiently 
successful to warrant his message to Mr. 
Carnegie, in which he expressed the belief 
that his efforts to prevent smoke by mak- 
ing gas from soft coal were about to bear 
fruit. 

Asa result of the guccess of his reseurches 
in this direction the inventor hes had an 
‘experimental plant built at East Pittsburg, 
at a cost of $125,000. 

‘The utmost secrecy has been maintained 
relative to the uses of this addition to the 
Westinghouse shops. The immense gaso- 
meters have attracted the attention of 
thousands of persons and to all inquiries 
the statement has been made that the plant 
Was to be utilized in furthering Mr West- 
experiments. All 
the while, however, a corpse of expert chem- 
ists have been at work under the guiding 
genius of the establishment delving into 
the mystéries of the great gas problem. 

Unlike Nicola Tesla and other distin- 
guished inventors, Mr. Westinghouse does 
not believe in giving the public the benefit 
of his theories; he prefers to wait until 
these theories have been put to practical 
ends. 

Following his instructions the Westing- 
house employes have refrained from dis- 
cussing their experiments with versons not 
directiy connected with the big concern. 
lHiowever this authoritative statement has 
been made: 

We expect within the next few months to 
produce a fuel gas from coal at a com- 
mercially available figure. Our experi- 
mental gas plant is now nearly complete, 
and physical and chemical research will be 
instituted as soon as possible. 

These momentous words were uttered by 
A. M. Gow, the chief gas expert employed 
by Mr. Westinghouse. 

Aside from that he would say nothing. 

In a week or two Mr. Gow, with a large 
corps of assistants—all skilled sc‘entifically 
in the manufacture of fuel gas, will start 
work at that plant, and at the end of five 
or six months it is expected a substitute for 
bituminous coal will have been produced. 
The formula to be followed is already 
known, so that only the elaboration or per- 
fection of it in all the details is lacking.

Contrary to general impres- 
sions on the subject held by the pubiic at 
large, the idea of the difficulty of obta-n- 
ing a “fixed’’ gas or one that remains 
permanent at any particular temperature, 
is false. In bituminous coal, or “‘soft’’ coal, 
as it is commonly named, a moderate 
degree of heat: disassociates the more vol- 
atile parts such as sulphur, from the car- 
bon or less reducible elements, leaving 
“coke.” Coke is pure carbon. Carbon is

the most refractory element known to 
chemical science, requiring an exceedingly 
high temperature to gasify—five or six 
thousand degrees Fabrenheit. . 

The problem since coal was first used, 
In the latter part of the twelfth century, 
has :been:to reduce this obdurate, un- 
ylelding coke to a gas that can be furnished 
at a commercially available figure. It has 
been reduced to gas many years ago, but 
the cost of such process has made it wholly 
unavailable for domestic or commercial 
use. As is well known to every scientist 
and experimenter, what can be done ina 
laboratory or experimental furnace on a 
small scale cannot be utilized on a large 
one. From what the chemist said it was 
inferred that the secrets claimed to be 
solyed by the experts at the gas plants 
were in the line of producing intense heat 
at small cost. As to the manner by which 
this is done nothing could be found out, 
as this part of the proceedings was guard- 
ed with unrelenting vigilance. 


The idea prevalent among the unin- 
itiated that the difficulty lies in the in- 
abllity to keep the gas at ordinary tem- 
perature is due, the chemist added, to 
confounding gases with vapors. Vapors 
condense or return to their original iiquid 
or» solid forms when in contact with a 
cool sutface or brought into an atmos- 
phere cooler than the one where they were 
aistilled. Gases do not. Gases will travel tor 
miles through cold underground pipes, 
although the temperature necessary to 
reduce them from solid or liquid forms

THE ORIGINAL MAN 


LIVED IN THE PHILIPPINE IoLANDo. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. 
Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
R. GPH/ORGE F. BECKER the Gov- 
[) ernment Geologist sent to the Phil- 
ippines, has returned with an in- 
teresting account of the origin of the archi- 
pelago. The most netable feature of the 
report submitted by him to the Department 
of the Interior has relation to the presence 
of ancient man in Luzon and other islands 
of th group. His opinion is that the ape- 
like creature termed the missing link may 
have its earliest haunts in those isles 
of the sea, at a time when, not less than 
30),000 years ago, they were connected with 
the mainiand of Asia by a sort of land 
bridge, via Borneo. 

In this opinion Dr. Becker coincides with 
the late Prof. O. C. Marsh of Yale Uni- 
versity, who expressed a belief that the 
Philippines were among the earliest locali- 
ties inhabited by the human species, even 
if the latter did not actually start there. 
The time may have been half a’ million 
years ago, but science always wishes to be 
conservative. Dr. Becker says there are 
excellent reasons for believing that homo 
sapicns—the true human being as distin- 
guished from the typical ape—existed on 
the Island of Luzon, or in that tmmediate 
neighborhood, in the epoch called the Pllo- 
cene, along toward the end of the Tertiary 
Period. The Tertiary ended about 200,000 
yoars ago, with the great Ice Age, and thus 
one gets a notion of the extreme antiquity 
assignable to the first families of the Phil- 
ippines. 

Dr. Becker surmises that the black 
dwarfs of Luzon and other islands of the 
group, known as the Negritos, are actually 
descended from the primitive human stock 
in question. These black pygmies, now 
nearly extinct, who have not advanced 


even as far as the Stone Age, are aston- 


ishingly monkey-like in aspect and in their 
ways, the sounds,they utter in leu of 
language reeembling the short and sharp 
shrieks of those animals. Apparently, 
they are distinctly related to certain sav- 
ages discovered in the interior of Borneo, 
not exceeding four feet in stature, whose 
wrinkled skins are covered with hair, and 
who sleep in caves or in trees, living on 
mice and sich other small mammals as 
they can catch. These wild people of Bor- 
neo can neither be tamed or employed for 
any work, and in their speech is the gabble 
of brutes. 

All through the larger island groups of 
the southwest Pacific are found, more or 
less differentiated, tribes of monkey-like 
dwarfs. There is no question of the fact 
that most of that part of the world now 
“alled Ocean'a was inhabited by these lit- 
tle black people long before bigger races 
came in boats and began the work of ex- 
terminating them. They have been wiped 
out entirely on all but the largest islands, 
such as Lugon and Mindanao, where they 
still survive in small numbers in the moun- 
tainous and inaccessible interior. Among 
them are certain abvriginees of Sumatra, 
whose bodies are covered all over with soft, 
dark hair, and who wear no clothing, have 
no language of their own, and learn with 
the ulmost difficulty to pronounce a fow

an individual], but a species, and the best 
authorities are of the opinion that the 
type was not very unlike the chimpanzee— 
a kind of ape now almost extinct, but re- 
garded as nearer to-man than any other of 
the great anthronoids. Nobody will ever 
know how he arrived. He 
than the other monkeys, and so could get 
a better living; he learned how to grasp a 
stick and use it a& a club, and thus he was 
enabled to whip all comers in a fight 

This missing link is no theory. That he 
and his kind—a whote tribe, constituting a 
actually ex- 
ist has been proved by the discovery in 
Java, not very far from the Philippines, of 
a fossil specimen. One should rather say, 
a few bones of an individual, but they Were 
enough to show his physical and even his 
mental characteristics, in a rough way. 
There was the upper part of a skull, a 
molar tooth and a left thigh bone—all com- 
pletely foseilized, and found in a volcanic 
deposit of (approximately) Known age, oan 
the banks of the Bengawan River. The 
earth surrounding these interesting remains 
had turned to solid rock, and it is a surmise 
that the cataclysm which destroyed this 
individual may have wiped out an entire 
nation of his kind. Certainly, the crea- 
ture in question was not human, but in 
size, brain power, and erect posture he 
approached much nearer to man than any 
other animal hitherto known. The capac- 
ity of his skull seems to have been about 
two-thirds that of the average human 
being. 

It may be fmagined—such a notion being 
not in the least improbable—that the first 
really man-like monkey and his wife re- 
sided in the neighborhood of Manila, says 
Dr. Becker. They were exceptionally 
clever people for anthropoids, and they had 
reason to be proud of themselves, inasmuch 
as they were—if they had only known it— 
the superiors intellectually and otherwise, 
of all other existing anima!s. In a word, 
they were at the tip-top of the zoological 
heap. Of course they lived in a tree—a 
very convenient kind of domicile under 
primitive conditions, by reason of the pro- 
tecton it gave against enemies, while af- 
fording a large outlook. All of the great 
man-like monkeys, such as the chimpan- 
zee and orang, seck safety in trees, But 
this particular pair had less trouble -to 
get along in the world than their simian 
acquaintances, Necause they were smart- 
er; they were more clever at procuring 
and storing food supplies, and’ the gentle- 
man of the household knew how to use:& 
club. 


The first human-like family “a * 
rapidly, and soon spread over a wide ter 
ritory, being much helped toward survival 
by the superior c! leverness and prowess of 
iis members. From ‘generatio n to genera 
tion they improved, physically and men- 
tally. Their arms grew ghonter, their legs 
longer, and their brain ‘pang bigger, un- 
til at ‘length the type répresented: by the 
bones dug up in Central Java—the Pithe- 
canthropue erectus, or upright monkey 
men, as scient{éts have named the ani- 
mal+was evolved.

This early man, like his anthropoid pro- 
genitors, lived in trees, finding such an 
abode convenient for the same reasons as 
they did. One reason for assuming this 
to’ have been the fact is that the human 
baby of to-day, which in many physical 
poftnts is monkey-like—for example, in re- 
spect to its over-long arms and over-short 
legs—has feet so formed as to indicate the 
trée-climbing babit, the joint of the ankle 
befng so arrangel that the foot can be 
turned inward, while the big toe is almost 
as independent in its movements as that 
of the ape. Attention has often been called 
to the wonderful way in which the youneg- 
est infants are able to hang from sticks, 
for a long time,

native—one of the most primitive of human 
beings, who climbs as an ape does, pos- 
sesses this accomplishment. 

Of course, there is no telling whether 
earliest man did actually originate in the 
Philippines, in Java or in Sumatra, but 
the birthplace of his kind was somewhere 
in that neighborhood, according to the 
view of Dr. Becker. The land bridge to 
Asia, by way of Borneo, afforded facilities 
of travel and for the spread of the newly 
developed species of anthropoid, who, 
though truly human, was pure beast—a 
monkey with a bigger brain. His weapons 
were stones and branches’ broken 
trees. Living in the tropics, he never felt 
the need of clothing,

his father’s machine shop, and he regards 
this opportunity to familiarize -himself 
thoroughly with all kinds of machine work 
as of great tmportance in laying the-foun- 
dation of his success. This experience en- 
abled him at the age of 15 to invent and 
make a rotary engine, and also fo gain a 
knowledge sufficient to pass at an. early 
age the examination for the position of as- 
sistant engineer in the United States Navy. 

In June, 1863, when less than 18 years old, 
Mr. Westinghouse enlisted in the Twelfth 
New York National Guard for thirty days’ 
serv'ce. The service being ended, he was 
discharged in July. In November of the 
same year he re-enlisted for three years in 
the Sixteenth New York cavalry, being 
chosen corporal. In November, 1864, he was 
honorably discharged, and, om December 14 
following was appointed third assistant en- 
gineer in the United States Navy, and re- 
ported for duty on the Muscoota. He was 
transferred to the Stars and Str'pes, June 
4, 1863, and detached and ordered to the 
Potomac flotilla, June 28, 1866. ~ 


Mr. Westinghouse tendered his resigna- 
tion, and was honorably discharged Aug. 
1, 1865. Returning home he entered Union 
College, where he remained until the close 
of his sophomore year. Having found it 
difficult. to yvesist the impulse toward ex- 
periment and invention, which has been 
such’a tnarked trait of his mind and dis- 
position, and which moved him during h‘s 
service in the navy to invent a multiple- 
cylinder eng’ne, Mr. Westinghouse, after 
conference with President, Hickok of Union 
College, 
tive. suggestion, discontinued -his classical 
studies and entered upon active life to find 
a wider scope for h's inventive genius. 

In 1865 he invented a device for replacing 
railroad cars upon the tyack, which,. be- 
ing of cast steel, was manufactured by the 
Bessemer steel works, at Troy,’ N. Y., 
twenty miles from Schnectady. Going to 
Troy one day, a delay, caused by a col- 
lision between two freight trains, suggest= 
ed to Mr. Westinghouse the ‘dea that a 
brake under the control of the engineer 
might have prevented the accident. 

This was the inception of the 
Westinghouse airbrake, 

The invente> began to think over the 
matter, and among the devices which his 
mind suggested was a’ brake actuated by 
the cars closing upon each other. No ex- 
periment was made; but the ‘car-replhicer 
business was developed. 

In 1867 steel works were started at 
Schenectady by Mr. Westinghouse for the 
manufacture of the car-replacer and re- 
wersible railroad frogs, but lack of capital 
proved a hindrance. After correspondence 
the inventor was invited to Pittsburg, 
where he made a contract with the Pitts- 
burg Steel Works to manufacture and to 
act as agent for the introduction of steel 
frogs. Traveling extensively, Mr. Westing- 
house took every occasion to interest in- 
vestors in the air brake, offering repeat- 
road companies the Tight to use

the invention if they would bear the ex- 
penze of a trial. 

The first patent was issued April 13, 1869, 
and the Westinghouse Air Brake Co. was 


formed: Juty: 2. folowing.’ The first orders, 


for apparatus were from the Michigan Cen- 
4ral Railway and the Chicago & WNerth- 
western Railway. The brake had a num- 
Ber of Imperfections, Dut changes were 
rapidly made, and it was brought Into good 
condition in 1868, when works for manu- 
facture were begun, being completed in 1870. 

In 1871 Mr. Westinghouse went abroad to 
introduce the air brake in England—a diffi- 
cult problem, as the trains in Europe had 
hand brakes upon only what were termed 
“brake vans,”’ there befng no brakes upon 
the other vehicles. Not only did this re- 
quire the spending of seven years in Eu- 
rope ‘between 1871 and 1882, but it taxed in- 
ventive ability considerably to meet the new 
conditions of railroad practice. 

In the meantime, Mr. Westinghouse in- 
vented the ‘‘automatic’”’ feature of the 
brake, which overcame other imperfections 
in the first form, and removed the danger 
from the parting of trains on steep grades. 

In 1886 he invented the “quick action” 
brake, the improvement being made in 
what is known as the “triple valve.’’ By 
this improved valve, it became practica- 
ble to apply all the brakes on a train of 
50 freight cars in two seconde. 

The patents taken out by Mr. Westing- 
house are interesting in their variety, be- 
cause they cover every Cetail from the 
front end of the engine ¢o the rear of the 
last car, and include -step cocks, hose 
couplings, valves,- packings and many 
forms of “equivalents” of valves and oth- 
er devices. Infringers of tnese patents have 
been invariably enjoined by the courts. 

In 1883 Mr. Westinghouse became interest- 
ed in the operation of ra!lway signals anil 
#witches by. compressed air, and developed 
and patented the system now manufactured 
Ly the Union Switch and Signa! Company. 

In 1885 he purchased the Gaulard & Gibbs 
patents for the distribution of electricity by 
means of alternating currents, and in 188 
formed the Westinghouse Flectric Company 
and engaged actively in the manufacture 
and sale of all kinds of electrical machin- 
ery. The business rapidly developed, and 
in 1889 and 1890 this eompany absorbed the 
United States Electric Lighting Company 
and the Consolidated Electric Light Compa- 
ry. In 181 all of these properties were re- 
organized into the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company. 

This company has buiit extensive works 
at East Pittsburg, 12 miles from Pittsburg, 
where about 3900 operatives are employed. 

Mr. Westinghouse is a meniber of the 
Union League and Lawyers’ Club of New 
York and‘of the Duquesre and Pittsburg 
Clubs of Pittsburg. 

Aug. 8, 1887, at Brooklyn, N. Y¥., he was 
murried to Mizs Marguerite Erskine Walk- 
er, and to them one child, George, has been 


born. 
Mr. Westinghouse in 1884- received from 


the King of Beigium the decoration of tire 
Crider of Leopold, and in 1889 from ithe 
King of Iialy, the decoration of the Royal 
Order of the Crown of Itcly. In 18% Union 
College gave him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Phi losophy. 


WONDERFUL BASKETS AT 


THE oOMITFSONIAN INSTITUTION 


And the Basket Collecting Fad. 


ROF. OTIS T. MASON of the Smith- 

? sonian Institution at Washington, D. 

(., curator of the department of eth- 
nology, is busily engaged in arranging the 
famous $300) collection of basketry made 
by Dr. J. W. Hudeon of Ukiah, Cal., and 
juet purchased from him by the institution. 

The entire collection of basketry in this 
department is undergo'ng a poisoning pro- 
cess for the extermination of a family of 
worms, very minute, which drill a small 
hole in the strips of root, grass, or other 
material forming the filline of the basket. 
After once starting to housekeeping there, 
they traverse the entire length around the 
basket, clipping the warp in the most dis- 
astrous manner. 

The arrival of th's collection, which is a 
rare one, embracing specimens of all the 
basket-weaving of the North American 
tribes of Indians, from their most primi- 
tive weaving, through years of steady 
progress, and embracing in ,its unique 
desigre the history of the myths of the 
tribes they represent, marks an era in the 
National Museum, giving it, with the co.- 
ection it already owned. one of the most 
valuabie tions of baskets in the 
woegld. 

No one but the student of bagsketry, such 
as Prof. Mason is, would have discovered 
these littie microbes. He noticed that a 
basket when placed on a piece of white pa- 
per, left a small bit of litter resembling 
sawdust. His tra_ned eye then detected the 
tiny holes, not much bigger than a pin- 
head, and by splitting the strand of mate- 
rial forming the filling, discovered the di- 
minutive inhab tant cutting merrily along, 
and leaving in time a total wreck of a bas- 
ket, that, viewed from the point of utility, 
is commonplace enough, but from a 
historical standpoint—the vital first his- 
tory of America—is of vast value. Buckets 
poison were prepared, 
and one of the caretakers engaged to thor- 
oughiy saturate the entire Hudson collec- 
well as the hundveds of baskets 
upstairs room, where the

history of the world, and especially 
in the work of the Indians of our own 
country, to which collection he is con- 
stantly adding, and hopes one day to have 
unequaled in the world. 

Basket weaving is the most anc ‘ent in- 
dustry, as well as the most universal art, 
and the origin of_all the textile arts of the 
world. .From the rude idea af the basket 
came the weaying.of blankets and ether 
fabrics. The’ baskets, pots; trays for cook- 
ing, and other devices woven. by the Moqguis 
show the same process of Weaving and dec- 
oration as that employed by the Navajos 
in making the clouded, blankets, the. col- 
lection of which is a latter-day fad. 

Without making a study of the subject, 
there has for a year or more heen a miid 
fad for basket collecting,, most tastes run- 
ning to the dainty. Japanese and paim bas- 
kets of the Philippines, and in-hat collect- 
ing, to the expensive Manilas. . With a few 
there has been created a desire for earnest 
study in tne fast fading art as primitively 
employed, and with the opening up of the 
interior of the countries devoted to this in- 
dustry, much impetus has been given. 

One Washington woman's collection, con- 
sisting of several work baskets of the same 
sige and weave, but of different decoration, 

» - 
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that were formerly worn as skull caps by 
Kiamath squaws, and also used as drinking 
cups by them, is unique. The baby-carry- 
ing basket of a woman of the Modoc tribe 
furnishes a catch-all for the dally paper, 
as she has fastened it to the lidrary waN. 
It forms a atudy for retrospeetion with its 
flaunting colors, when she sees her own 
baby trundled out in a carriage woven af- 
ter the same ‘‘fishtrap”’ style. This wo- 
man, whuse husband is an army officer, has 
turned her house into a curiosity shop of 
his exploits. On a round table is found a 
thick coltied mat, called by the Mogquis a 
sacred meal! tray. It has a rim about an 
inch high standing up around the edge. 

In what Gen. Miles calls his gallery, and 
known to the neighborhood ag the “spite 
room,’’ is located a veritable muceum of 
Ind‘an relics, among them, a superb col- 
lection of biankets made by the Alaskans, 
Navajos, Oregon Indians, Nez Perces, 
Bannocks, Sioux, Cheyennes, Arapahoes, 
Kiowas, Moquis and Apaches. In au- 
dition to these are epecimens of pottery, 
head dresses, scalps, moccasins, shields and 
arms, all connected ih some way with the 
General's prowess. However, he, too, looks 
upon the baéeket collections as tbeing of 
more importance in a historic way than 
most of his relics. Near a gorgeous Na- 
vajo blanket hangs a head dress of eagie 
feathers, worn by an Indian chief who fired 
at Gen. Miles while in a conference, The 
band of the head dress shows a round 
hole—the mark of the buliet that killed ihe 
treacherous brave.

There are many other 
relics of this tribe, and all recall the pa- 
thetic taking off of numbers of the tribe 
—sO savage, 50 civil. zed in the _r arta, during 
an encampment in the river bottoms of (the 
Missouri. Geronimo'’s bow and quiver are 
given a prominent place, while buffalo and 
elk heads, and the skins prepared and dec- 
Orated by different tribes, add much to 
the collection, which igs doubtless, in varie- 
ty, one of the most valuabie in Washington. 

Prof. Mason hopes that since the South 
African country is more fuliy opened up 
tv American travel we will get many speci- 
mens from there. The Kaffirs and Hotten- 
tots are both skillful in using the Itala 
reed and the rocts of plants tn basket weav- 
ing. Tne tribes of Central Africa and the 
Abyssinians display great adroitness tn the 
art. 

In all the basketry of every tribe the 
strange geometric figures represent their le- 
gends or some stage in their history. In 
the Hudson collection ts a sun basket made 
by the Pomo Indians, exquisite in weave 
and gorgeously ornamented with the feath- 
ers of the ostrich, dyed tn yellow and red. 
It is shaped like a shallow bow] and twiste:l 
in geometric precision, representing the 
sun’s rays, the pattern having one break 
in the design, near the outer border, 
through which the sun fs supposed to be 
ensnared, und, resting in the center of the 
basket, cag never escape, but must forever 
thed his rays upon the tribe. 

Travelers to New Orleans ard Mobile fre- 
quently receive gifts in odd-looking little 
baskets. Thes® are the work o fthe (Choc- 
taws. a remnant of the once powerful tribes 
who inhabited most of the Southern States. 
These baskets are woven !n green, yel- 
low, red and black cane. woven In twill, 
crossing with the woof two or more warp- 
splints, and managing the stitches so as 
to produce diamonds end vy: anious sigzae 
patterns on the outside, One of the favor- 
ite shapes carries its legend thus: Betng 
oval at the top and pointed at the bottom, 
it is supposed to represent a heirt, which 
Should always ccompany a gift. Henea 
the habit of placing small tokens fn it to 
present to friends Whether this be trne 
or not, the legend is pretiy enough tv 
create a healthy market for the heart- 
shaped basket of the Choctaws. 

he great wonder among ethnologists is 
at the similarity of design in weaving 
tlgurec of animals, birds and geometric 
designs, especially when one considers 
that the tribes are unequal in culture, iso- 
lated by thousands of miles Kcugraphic- 
ally and racially distinct. Utility prompts 
all races to cover thelr water baskets or 
jars with pitch; prompts them te weave 
their cooking utensi!s of a material and in 
& manner to render them water-tight; all 
have shallow bowls or trays for bread. 
etc. This part is not so strange, as it js a 
matter of utility. It Is in the artistic in- 
Stinct that seems to prompt these widely 
scattered races alike. It is not likely that 
in the first stages of civilization in this 
country, when it was an unbroken waste, 
that the different tribes could have bor- 
rowed designs from one another. 

There is in the collection in the museum 
& small basket woven with wonderful skill 
by the Peruviars of Ancon. It is encircled 
by a decorated belt, In which are represent- 
ed seven human figures, woven in biack 
filaments upon a brown ground. These same 
figures are employed to decorate the Penn 
wampum belt of the Iroquols. In the latter 


there are two Agures standing hand- in 
hand to repregent brotherly Jove. The same 
design again appears in the most elaborate 
apecimen of basketry in the museum: be- 
ing a colled basket bowl made by the 
Yokeet Indians of California. This has 
in it 18 figures exactly like thoee repre- 
sented in other pleces. A bird with out- 
stretched wings has been the mascot for 
ages past of tribes widely separated by 
land and sea. A human face, grotesque 
in ite ugliness, has shared equal favor. “The 
entire collection of baaketry in the meueeten 
represents about $7) in value and years 
of time spent in collecting it. Many of 
the finest specimens have been donated 
by travelers. The collection is rapidly being 
put in order in a room to itself, in the

Yard to tha Penn Iron Works of Cheaters

These projectiles range In diameter from 
eight to iifreen inches, the latter being 4 
popular form of cannon ball during the 
Civil war. In the lot were 640 15-inch shelis, 
220 eight-inch shells and 6000 ‘nine-ineh 
shells. They were sold to the first buyer 
at one-half a cent per pound, and he dis- 
posed of them to the Penn Iron Works at 
about a cent a pound. Under this arrange-

The projectiles are sold merely because 
they occupy valuatle space. They had no 
value to the ordinary junkman, because 
he did not know how to break them up, 
and it Is Impovsible to melt them in one 
piece.

The expansion will smash 
‘he shells as if they were so many wale 
nuts,
